ALLEGED CAROLIST PLOT 
LENDER WINS ACOUITTAL 


Manoilescu. Was Charged 
With Seeking to Restore Exile 
to Roumanian Throne. 


JUDGES DIVIDED, 3 TO 2 


Bucharest, Tuesday, Nov. 15 (A.P.).— 
Mihail Manoilescu was acquitted early 
Lhis morning by a court martial of five 
judges, who voted three to two to set 
him free. 

Manoilescu was charged with con- 
Spiracy to bring former Crown Prince 
Carol back to Roumania and to re- 
store to him his rights of succession 
to the throne. 

The acquittal of the former under- 
secretary of state was greeted with tre- 
mendous cheers. 

“This is the beginning of a new era 
of liberty in Roumania,” said Man- 
oilescu, who a few minutes previously 
had told the correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press that he expected to be 
convicted. 

The court-martial of Carol’s friend 
and bearer of letters and other docu- 
ments from the former crown prince 
to leaders of the various parties in 
Bucharest was the sensation of the last 
week. By his own brilliant oratory, 
Manoilescu won the sympathy and sup- 
port of the thousands who swarmed 
about the little courtroom where the 
proceedings were carried on. More than 
100 prominent lawyers hastened to the 
aid of the accused man and many of 
them gave their services at the trial. 

The prosecutor demanded the full 
penalty for what he termed a con- 
spiracy against the state, which would 
have Been five years’ imprisonment. 
Long after midnight Manoilescu’s law- 
yers still were pleading for his libera- 
tion. One of them, M. Mihalache, drew 
the wrath of the court by declaring: 

“Our present system is balanced on 
the sharp edge of a sword. If it be the 
wish of the people, Prince Carol may 
return not only as regent but as king. 
One can stem a rivulet, but not a river. 
One can repress the wishes of the gov- 
ernment, but not the will of the 
people.” 

The Senate today passed a bill in- 
creasing the penalties for any attempt 
to interfere with the constitution as 
created in 1926. The new regulations 
will be promulgated tomorrow. 


Severe, Noisy Quake

Santiago, Chile, Nov. 14 (A.P.).—A 
long and sharp earthquake was felt in 
Santiago, Valparaiso and all the north- 
ern section of Chile at 3:20 o’clock this 
morning.

Told Honor Is Really Merited; 
Ace Predicts Aviation Will 
Aid Discoveries. 


The flame of / glory around Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh was fanned to 
still greater brilliance last night, while 
fourteen other conquerors of the sea 
and air joined in the thunder of ap- 


plause. 


Six months older, six months more 
mature in thought and mein, Col. 
Lindbergh stood on the same stage he 
gccupied one memorable night last 
June, and from the hands of. President 
Coolidge received a decoration that has 
been won by only eight men in 39 
years—the Hubbard Gold Medal of the 
National Geographic Society. 

As he placed the golden disc in 
Lindbergh’s hands, President Coolidge 
smiled a proud, paternal smile. Then 
he did something he has never been 
known to do since he was President— 
introduced the young colotfel to the 
audience. 


Auditorium Was Packed. 


An enthusiastic crowd of 6,000 per 
sons, including virtually every official 
and diplomat in the city, was packed 
into the Washington Auditorium for 
the presentation ceremony. Millions 
heard it over the radio. 

In presenting the medal, President 
Coolidge declared that Lindbergh, after 
his epochal New York-.0-Paris flight, 
was revealed “not as a reckless adven- 
turer, but as an able, sober-minded, 
modest young man of high and un- 
selfish purpose.” 

“With a clear conception of public 
service,” the President said, “he de- 
termined to capitalize his fame, not 
for selfish aggrandizement but for the 
promotion of the art he loves.” 

Pecause of what Lindtergh nas said 
and done, the President said, “we are 
told that aeronautic plans for 1928 
indicate an activity far beyond any 
dreams of six months ago.” 


Honors Really Merited. 


Turning toward Lindbergh, President 
Coolidge went on to say how he 60 
“richly merited” the honors bestowed 
upon him, when the crowd burst into 
tumultous applause. The President’s 
concluding remarks hardly were heaid. 

Col. Lindberg, attired in a well-fit- 
ting full dress, and with his face and 
hair evidencing recent tonsorial at- 
tention, ambled over to where the 
President was standing, and received 
the medal that was stretched toward 
him. 

For a moment it seemed that Lind- 
bergh dic’ not know exactly -what was 
expected of him. It was then that 
President Coolidge presented him to 
the audience. 

Gripping the box containing the 
medal in his two hands, just as he 
gripped his Distinguished Flying Cross 
at the eceremony here in June, Col. 
Lindbergh began to address the audi- 
ence,

STATE DEPARTMENT 
WITHHOLDS COMMENT 


Washington Officials Look on 
Incident as Closed and 
Plan No Action. 


Whether the documents published by 
the Hearst newspapers purporting to 
show Mexican influence in Nicaragua 
are genuine or forgeries, as charged by 
the Mexican Embassy here, there will 
be no change in this country’s policy, 
it was learned authoritatively yester- 
day. The situation nearly a year ago 
with which the documents purport to 
deal has passed, and Mexican support 
of the Nicaraguan rebels is as so much 
water under the bridge. 

The Mexican Embassy issued this 
Statement after Charge Castro had 
communicated with Mexico City by the 
recently established telephone service: 

“The documents given out today by 
some American papers regarding the 
alleged interference of Mexico in Nic- 
aragua are nothing but a gross and un- 
equivocal forgery. 

“Said publication is only another 
item in the long.catalogue of forgeries 
and malicious tmagination with which 
some papers try uselessly to upset in- 
ternational relations.” 


Cites Errors in Documents. 


In support of his statement, the 
charge, in the absence of Ambassador 
Tellez, who is now en route to Wash- 
ington from the Mexican capital, point- 
ed out what he contended were 37 
“glaring grammatical errors” in the 
documents. And re declarea that a 
close scrutiny would reveal many more. 
The most striking errors in the pur’ 
ported facsimiles, he said, were in the 
spelling of the word “provisional” as 
“provicional” and placing of «<n accent 
over the letter “a” in the word “pago.” 
These errors, he vointed out. occurred 
generally through all of the documents. 
notwithstanding that sOme purported 
to come direct from President Calles, 
others from the Mexican Treasury De- 
partment and so on. 

The- errors, he said, would be ap- 
parent to anyone versed in Spanish, 
adding that the documents must “have 
been prepared by an ordinary steno- 
grapher, certainly not an educated per- 
son.” 

There was one apparent discrepancy 
which he declared he would not at- 
tempt to account for. This was the 
purported facsimile of a rubber stamp 
date “Jul 2, 1926,” which appeared %n 
the front page of the Washington 
Herald. The same document appearing 
in the New York American, another 
Hearst publication, showed the rubber 
stamp date as “Jul 2, 1921.” 

Secretary of State Kellogg said: 

“The department can not comment 
upon a story based on documentary 
material concerning the exfstence and 
authenticity of which it has no knowl- 
edge.”

Bodies Are Seen in Debris; 
Many Reported Missing;

Pittsburgh, Nov. 14 A.P.).—The 
known dead in the disastrous explo. 
sion of a huge gas tank on the north 
side of Pittsburgh stood at 21 tonight, 
although there were reports that addi- 
tional bodies had been seen in the 
debris by rescue workers. The hospitals 
and first aid stations reported treating 
485 victims, several probably fatally 
hurt. 

One report had it that seven bodies 
had been seen in the wreckage of the 
collapsed building of the Pittsburgh 
Clay Pot Co. but officials declined to 
increase the official death list until 
the bodies had been recovered.

Highlands, N. J., Nov. 14 (A.P.).—The 
sound of five shots carried over toll lines is 
to Elizabeth, N. J., 15 miles away, gave 
the first intimation of the killing today 
of Herbert Meisterknecht, inventor and 
former naval officer, who was shot as 
he sat at his desk talking to a business 
associate over the telephone. 

Police were searching tonight for 
Alex Schrieber, of Cleveland, Ohio, 
brother of Meisterknecht’s second wife, 
whom he married eighteen months ago 
in the Ohio city, after being divorced 
two years ago from his first wife. A man 
whose description tallied with that of 
Schrieber walked from the inventor’s 
office after the shooting, handed a card 
bearing Schrieber’s name in handvwrit- 
ing to a workman standing at the curb, 
and said: “I have just shot my brother- 
in-law.” 

P. J. Olde, of Elizabeth, financial 
partner of the inventor, to whom he 
was talking by telephone, summoned 
aid by wire when his conversation with 
Meisterknecht was interrupted by the 
sound of the shots. Dr. J. H. Rowland, 
Mayor of Highlands, who answered the 
call, found the body slumped over the 
telephone desk and showing no evidence 
of a struggle. 

The workman, who the man believed 
to have been Schrieber told of the 
murder, said that an automobile bear- 
ing an Essex County, N. J., license plate 
and containing two men, drove up in 
front of Meisterknecht’s office just prior 
to the shooting. He said that one man 
entered the inventor’s office while the 
other waited below and drove his com- 
panion away afterward. 

Meisterknecht, whose 18-year-old son 
died last summer, and whose young 
daughter is said to live with his di- 
vorced wife in Yonkers, N. Y., their

Arthur E. Gray, an Official of the Clay 
Pot Co., said only about 40 of the 140 
employes of his company had been ac- 
counted for, He did not believe that’ all 
of them were victims of the explosion, 
however, expressing the opinion that 
many of the missing had gone to the 
homes of relatives or friends and merely 
could not be located. 

Among others missing in today’s 
blast were thirteen men who were at 
work on the storage tank when it ex- 
ploded. 

Seven Bodies Are Seen. 

Rescue workers, using dynamite in 
an effort to penetrate wreckage in the 
North Side district, tonight located the 
bodies of seven additional victims be- 
hind a boiler in the tottering plant of 
the Pittsburgh Clay Pot Co. This 
brought the known list of dead to 28. 

Tonight, as hundreds of victims of 
the disaster nursed their injuries in 
hospitals and in other havens of refuge 
supplied by relief agencies, firemen, po- 
licemen and volunteers continued the 
work of exploring the wrecked district 
in the belief that other bodies would be 
found in the mass of twisted debris. 

Much of debris choked streets and 
tumbled down buildings resisted the 
efforts of the firemen and they resorted 
to dynamite in an effort to move 
masses Of wreckage Police redoubled 
their vigilance and kept constant watch 
to prevent looting. 

The quiet of a November morning was 
shattered throughout the Pittsburgh 
district by the terrific blast. For a mo- 
ment the city held its breath as build- 
ings rocked and windows crashed. At 
first it seemed that an earthuake had 
gripped the city. Telephone lines were 
broken and the fire alarm system was 
crippled. The city stood still, waiting 
and wondering what was to come next. 

General Alarm Sounded. 


Then a fire alarm box in the down- 
town district on the Allegheny River 
front sounded, to be followed a minute 
later by a general alarm. 

With the first shock, firemen started 
the motors of their apparatus, and, as 
the gong sounded, they rushed forth. 
The city soon realized there was a 
disaster at hand. Automobile trucks, 
taxicabs, ambulances and all available 
motor cars soon were rushing through 
the downtown district bearing the’ 
injured to hospitals. 

When firemen reached the scene they 
were halted by the appalling sight. 
Streets had been heaved into the alr, 
breaking water mains and sewers, and 
flooding the entire district. Homes, 
factories, warehouses and industrial 
plants lay in ruins. Men, women and 
children, many with blood streaming 
from face cuts and other injuries, ran 
screaming through the streets as # 


mad. 


The cause of Ashe disaster was soon 
apparent, for in the midst of the 


ruins lay a twisted mass of steel, some 
of the supports of the giant gas tank, 
said to be the largest natural gas reser- 


voirin the world. Thirteen men went to 
work repairing the tank at 8 a. m.

Eyewitnesses said that the tank, 


with a capacity of some 5,000,000 cubic 
feet, shot into the air like a balloon.

W. J. BURNS AND SON

-Records of Hotel Phone Calls 


and Bills Are Placed in 
Evidence.

Another man of mystery appeared 
suddenly yesterday in the picture of 
the oil conspiracy jury scandal. He 
was introduced by William J. McMul- 
lin, Government informer against 
Wiliam J. Burns and his detectives. 
who shadowed the Fall-Sinclair trial 
ury, but his identity, as well as his 

nhiection with the case, was care- 
fully guarded by the Federal attorneys. 

stranger came here from Phila- 
delphita with McMullin in the latter's 
automobile; was closeted with Govern- 
ment counsel for nearly an hour, and 
then left the District of Columbia Su- 
preme Court with a Government agent 
under strict injunctions not to talk. 
He probably will go before the grand 
jury today. 

The secrecy which the prosecutors 
threw about the new witness convinced 
observers that his testimony is re- 
garded as of high importance in cor- 
roborating’ if not extending that al- 
ready given by McMullin against Burns, 
his son, W. Sherman Burns, and the 
Burns operatives. 


Only Two Witnesses Heard. 


Opening the third week of its in- 
quiry, the grand jury was in session 
only a brief time yesterday and heard 
only two witnesses. William J. Burns 
and his sons, W. Sherman and W. 
Raymond, appeared at the courthouse 
and finally obtained permission to go 
before the grand jury today under cer- 
tain stipulations as to their testimony. 

These: stipulations were not made 
public, but Government counsel said 
the elder Burns would not be permit- 
ted to make any “stump speeches” and 
must confine himself to testimony per- 
tinent to the investigation. 

Burns urged that he be permitted 
to go before the inquisitorial body to 
present his answer to McMullin’s 
charge that reports as to activities of 
the oil jurors and a Government em- 
ploye were fabricated with the idea of 
using them as a basis for asking for a 
mistrial in the Teapot Dome case 
should the defense find such a course 
necessary. 

Neil Burkinshaw, Assistant District 
Attorney in charge of the investigation, 
at first declined to accede to Burns’ 
request, but after the three detectives 
had conferred with District Attorney 
Gordon and Burkinshaw it was agreed 
that they could appear tomorrow in 
the grand jury room. 


Burns’ Attitude Changes. 


The attitude of William J. Burns 
yesterday was in sharp contrast with 
that of a week ago when he first ap- 
peared here to testify before the grand 
jury. A week ago the internationally 
known detective talked freely with the 

Spaper men and set up a back fire 
against the Government with a charge 
that a Federal employe had made con- 
tact with one of the jurors. 

Yesterday Burns’ manner was sub- 
dued and he appeared rather nervous. 
He talked very little with the corre- 
spondents who crowded about him 
both before and after his conference

The feeling toward McMullin was ex- 
emplified by a message received by the 
District Attorney from a hotel where 
the Burns men have their headquarters 
that the Burns Agency had refused to 
pay the bill of McMullin covering at 
least part of the period that he has 
been making his daily reports to the 
Government on the activities of his 
erstwhile associates. 

The prosecutors said McMullin’s con- 
nection with the Burns Agency had 
ibeen terminated only at noon Saturday 
when he appeared as a Government 
witness in the grand jury inqulry for 
the first time and that the agency 
should pay the bill. 

The two witnesses who appeared be- 
fore the jury yesterday were John F. 
Schlotte ‘eck, credit manager of the 
Mayflower Hotel, where Harry F. Sin- 
clair had his headquarters during the 
oll conspiracy trial, and James L. Rid- 
dle, auditor'cf the Wardman Park Hotel 
where Ruddy and his men were quar- 
tered during the jury surveillance. 
Both brought records showing tele- 
phone calls and other charges against 
Sinclair and the Burns operatives. 

The Mayflower records showed that 
cn October 18, the day the trial jury

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AIRPORT FUND REPORTED

Commissioners May Ask Spe- 
cial Congress Action on 
Gravelly Point Site. 


ESTIMATE IS $1,400,000 


District Commissioners were per- 
turbed yesterday by the report that 
the Bureau of the Budget had elimi- 


nated from the 1929 municipal esti- 
mates the item of $150,000 to start 
work on the proposed municipal air- 
port at Gravelly Point. They said that 
if the item was dropped from the 
budget they would present to Congress 
a bill authorizing the project. 

This action will be taken in further- 
ance of the Commissioners’ pledge to 
the War Department that they would 
do all in their power to obtain the 
appropriation at once. The pledge was 
one of the conditions of the temporary 
use of Bolling Field as an airport to 
be used by mail planes. 

Maj. W. E. R. Covell, assistant to the 
engineer commissioner, has prepared the 
bill and among its provisions is one 
that the Federal and municipal govern- 
ments share equally in the expense 
of the airport. 

The Bureau of the Budget is said 
to have deleted the item as a result 
of the new estimate of Army engineers 
that the airport would cost $1,400,000 
instead of $750,000 as originally esti- 
mated.

More Will Be Done Today to 
~ Make Premier of “Show 
Boat” Perfect. 


GREAT MUSICAL PLAY 
WILL USE MANY SETS 


Story of Highly Popular Novel 
Lends Itself Admirably 
to Stage Production. 


Flo Ziegfeld and 200 of his troopers 
unfolded their tents in the vicinity of 
the National Theater early Sunday and 
at press time this, Tuesday, morning, 
they were still at work on what the 
old master claims to be his greatest 
musical production, “Show Boat.” 

Before the citizens of Washington 
step out of their domiciles this morn- 
ing, Just after the sun has peeped up 
over the Capitol dome, Ziegfeld and his 
cohorts may have slipped to their hotels 
for a few moments of rest and relaxa- 
tion, but they will soon be back at the 
National Theater again, 200 strong, to 
race through the strenuous score and 
situations coupling the book and music 
that will take Edna Ferber’s novel from 
between covers and place it behind foot- 
lights. 

This is a new departure for Flo 
Ziegfeld, the making of a novel into 
@ musical production. He has never 
done it before. In choosing this par- 
ticular work, a best seller that caused 
critical comment from one end of the 
country to the other, the official glori- 
fier of the American girl catered some- 
what to the wishes of Jerome Kern, 
the man who wrote such successes as 
“Sally,” “Stepping Stones,” “Oh Boy!” 
and a host of other scores too numer- 
ous to mention. “Jerry,” as Flo Zieg- 
feld calls him, has probably composed 
the music for more songs, and success- 
ful ones, than any other composer in 
his class. 

Equipment on Large Scale. 

His tunes have set the nation in step 
more than once. Some of his old-line 
ballads were sung when most of the 
present generation were back of the 
stars. Because Kern liked the story 
Edna Ferber told, the love tale of Mag- 
nolia, daughter of old Capt. Andy— 
owner of the “Cotton Blossom,” one of 
the Mississippi River show boats—and 
her romance with Gaylord Ravenal, 
debonaire gambler and scion of a 
Southern family, he fairly itched for a 
chance to make a score in keeping with 
the story. 

It is a story, too; one that lends 
itself aptly to the making of a great 
musical production, for it goes easily 
from scene to scene. Mr. Ziegfeld. has 
fashioned fourteen huge “sets,” prob- 
ably the greatest number of back drops 
and other stage paraphernalia brought 
into the New National Theater since 
it opened, after reconstruction, back 
in 1924, 

Since the story extends over a period 
dating from 1890 to the present day, 
Ziegfeld is enabled to hit the high 
spots in this grand galaxy of time. His 
second act, even when seen in rehearsal, 
catches the spirit of the old World’s 
Fair of Chicago in 1893. Incidentally, 
it was in this year that Ziegfeld first 
broke into the show business. In 1893, 
when the Streets of Cairo were sound- 
ing their siren call to the gay bloods 
of America, Flo Ziegfeld had “Sandow 
the Strong Man” as his first box office 
attraction. 

Winninger as Capt. Andy. 


Last night Charley Winninger, play- 
ing the part of Capt. Andy, “took in 
the sights” of the World’s Fair with a 
shrewdish wife, Parthy. Though it 
was merely a rehearsal, Winninger 
threw his heart and soul so much into 
the comic antics of Capt. Andy that 
those who witnessed the performance 
saw immediate success for at least one 
phase of “Show Boat.” And there are 
others equally contagious. 

Readers of the novel, “Show Boat,” 
may imagine what an experienced pro- 
ducer like Flo Ziegfeld can do, having 
at command all his vast experience and 
knowledge of theater. He has worked 
out of this mass of material a mar- 
velously connected story, the book and 
lyrics supplied by Oscar Hammerstein 
2d, who first came into theatrical prom- 
inence with “Wildflower,” who had a 
hand in “Sunny,” and who struck his 
greatest stride in “Rose Marie” and. 
later, “The Desert Song.” 

Ziegfeld has taken three great phascs 
of show boat activities, interpolated 
numbers by the troopers, brought in 
negro spirltuels, has as a background 
the old river audiences and enlightened 
the whole by a sprinkling of beauty 
masquerading as Southern belles of the 
old days. 

Settings for “Show Boat’ have been 
made by the man who makes all set- 
tings for Ziegfeld productions. Joseph 
Urban, who also does similar work for 
the Metropolitan Opera House in New 
York. Urban this time has been given 
carte blanche and told to go the limit. 
As Flo Ziegfeld expresses it, “With the 
background of Edna Ferber’s novel, the 
book and lyrics of Oscar Hammerstein 
2d, the remarkable score by Jerome 
Kern, and the sets of Urban, I have at- 
tempted something entirely new in mu- 
sical production.” He has, too. 


More Rehearsals Today. 


Incidentally, there has been more 
time spent on this particular piece than 
on any late production ever made ready 
for Broadway. They were six or seven 
months in the making of the book, 
where they usually take three weeks; 
and the music came slowly from Je- 
rome Kern, because he wanted to take 
his time and not rush. 

When Washingtonians have been at 
their desks only a few hours this morn- 
ing the principals and cast of the 
Ziegfeld production will be rolled out 
of bed for another rehearsal, a rehearsal 
that may take them right up to open- 
ing time, 8:15 tonight at the National. 

While there are no really featured 
players in “Show Boat,” unless it be 
Charles Winninger, there is a ‘host of 
goodly company in the cast that in- 
cludes the beautiful Norma © Terris, 
Howard Marsh, Eva ck, Sammy 
White, Edna May Oliver, Helen Morgan, 
Aunt Jemima, Madeline Parker, Jules 
Bledsoe, Charles Ellis, Jack Daley, Alan 
Campbell, Thomas Gunn, Robert Farley, 
Laura Clairon, Bert Chapman, Annie 
Hart, Francis X. Mahoney and Eleanor 
— The entire production is in two 
acts.

Would Force Prohibition Fight 
Despite Party Platforms, 
He Declares. 


DRY SENATOR SPEAKS 
TO WOMEN’S LEAGUE 


Favors Farm Aid, Tariff Re- 
duction and Northern 
Waterways Project. 


(Associated Press.) 

Nomination by the Democrats of an 
“Outstanding wet’ for the Presidency 
will force the wet and dry issue into 
the next campaign regardless of plat- 
form declarations and the merit or 
issues, Senator Walsh, of Montana, ar- 
dent dry, asserted here yesterday. 

In a talk to the National Women’s 
Democratic League, Senator Walsh, who 
was chairman of the last Democratic 
national convention and who has been 
mentioned as a presidential candidate, 
outlined his views on the platform, 
but emphasized that a platform would 
be immaterial if a “wet” were nomi- 
nated. 

While not mentioning any names, 


the Montana senator left no doubt that 
he considered Gov. Smith, of New 
York, as one of those candidates who, 
if nominated, would project the pro- 
hibition issue into the.next campaign 
regardless of platform declarations. 

Speaking on the subject of “How I 
Would Write the 1928 Platform,” Sena- 
tor Walsh outlined a platform to pro- 
vide: 


Favors Farm Relief. 


Farm relief, including tariff reduc- 
tions; construction of the Great Lakes 
and St. Lawrence waterway project, and 
rigid enforcement of the antitrust laws. 

A radical change in the foreign policy 
With a view to “regaining at least a 
little good will from the other nations 
of the world.” 

Reorganization of the Federal Reserve 
system. 

Further legislation to restrict the use 
of the writ of injunction jp labor dis- 
putes. 

Contrary to the custom of years, Sen- 
ator Walsh would make the platform 
brief, confining it to controversial 
questions only, so that “every one might 
be tempted to read it.” 

For that reason he would disregard 
flood control and other legislation on 
which there séemed to be a meeting of 
minds between the parties. 

However, he is disturbed over the 
inability to get the “real issues” before 
the nation. In 1924, he recalled that 
the contest between William G. 
McAdoo and Gov. Smith had focused 
attention on personalities rather than 
issues. Now he feels the departure of 
McAdoo from the arena has centered 
attention on Smith and consequently 
the wet issue predominates in public 


‘| discussion. 


Would Alter Foreign Policy. 


There is no necessity for the pro- 
hibition question becoming an issue, 
in the opinion of Senator Walsh, if 
drys are nominated by the two parties. 

Demanding a “radical change in our 
foreign policy,” the Montanan referred 
“to the more or less well grounded 
statement that while we may not be 
hated by the world it is doubtful if any 
nation looks on us with any degree of 
good will.” He spoke of the failure in 
the negotiations with Great Britain 
and Japan for a treaty to forestall 
competitive naval construction and 
again of the suggestion that head- 
quarters of the Pan-American Union 
be transferred to a South American 
city. He interpreted the latter proposal 
as a “protest on the part of all latin- 
Americans on what they regard as 
agressions by our Government.” 

The Federal Reserve system must be 
reorganized, he said, because “it has 
become the agency in the hands of the 
very interests whose purpose it was deé- 
signed to circumvent.” 


U. S. SUPREME COURT 
CONDEMNATION BEGUN 


Land Price Unreasonable, Say 
Counsel, Seeking Site for 
Building. 


Condemnation proceedings for the 
acquisition of land on which to erect 
the United States Supreme Court build- 
ing were begun yesterday in the United 
States District Court by District Attor- 
ney Peyton Gordon, Assistant Attor- 
ney General Henry H. Glassie and As- 
sistant District Attorney James J. 
O’Le 


The land to be taken comprises the 
two squares lying between East Capitol 
street and Maryland avenue and first 
and Second streets northeast, and the 
site corresponds to that occupied by the 
Library of Congress, which also occupies 
two squares. The sum of $1,700,000 is 
available for purchase of the land. 
Counsel for the Government informed 
the court they have been unable to ac- 
quire the land by outright purchase at 
@ reasonable price and that condemna- 
tion proceedings are necessary. 

The two squares contain 81 parcels. 
Each of the owners will be cited. The 
court will appoint three commissioners 
to appraise the value of the land and 
the buildings thereon. Hearings will 
be held before the commissioners at 
which the owners may be represented. 
Thereafter the commissioners will make 
awards and submit them to the court 
for approval. Should the property own- 
ers objett to the awards a of 
seven citizens will be impanelled to re- 
view the awards of the commissioners.

MELLON DECLARES 


Secretary Says He Sees No 
Depression Ahead and 


Expects None.

Business conditions at e present 
time are not unfavorable and there are

The text of the President’s address 
follows: 

“Fellow countrymen: Transportation 
and communication are essential to 
civilization. Within the year an en- 
couragement has been given to their 
development that has few parallels in 
history. The principles of aviation 
were demonstrated first by Americans 
at the turn of the last century. In the 
intervening years their science pro- 
gressed, both here and abroad. Impor- 
tant flights were made. 

“It remanied for one of our own cit- 
izens in May, 1927, to arouse universal 
interest in the practical possibilities of 
travel through the air. His flight, alone 

d unaided, from New York to Paris, 

rilled the world. It appealed to the 
imagination of humanity. How the 
hero of this exploit was revealed, not 
as a reckless adventurer, but as an able, 
sober minded, modest young man of 
high and unselfish purpose has now 
passed into history. What he did to 
strengthen the cordial relations be- 
tween our people and Europe is well 
known, The wonderful and sincere 
welcome he received abroad, the acclaim 
that greeted him at home, are still fresh 
in the public mind. 


Works to Promote Art He Loves. 


“But that was not all. With a clear 
conception of public service he de- 
termined to capitalize his fame, not for 
selfish aggrandizement, but for the pro- 
motion of the art he loves. 

“He was unmoved by the many op- 
portunities for private gain. The 
flight to Europe was spectacular. It 
stirred the heart of the people. But 
foremost in his mind was the perma- 
nent good that might come from thus 
having directed public thought to hu- 
man flight. 

“This courageous, clear-headed, sure- 
handed youth, whose character had 
withstood the glare of publicity and 
the acid test of hero worshiping adu- 
lation, became an apostle of aeronau- 
tics. He dedicated himself to advanc- 
ing the science and practice of avia- 
tion. 

“Taking little time to recover from 
the strain of his experiences, he started 
on a missionary tour of over 22,000 
miles, flying in his Spirit of St. Louis, 
the ‘Spirit of America’ visited 82 cities 
in our 48 States. Only once did he fail 
to arrive on scheduled time, establish- 
ing @ record for reliability. He spoke 
not about himself but for airways and 
airports in 147 speeches and 192 mes- 
sages dropped from the clouds. Because 
of what he has said and done we are 
told aeronautic plans for 1928 indicate 
an activity far beyond any dreams of 
six months ago. 

“Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, it has been 
the privilege of few to do as much for 
& cause in so short a period of time. 
You have richly merited the many hon- 
ors already bestowed. Tonight I have 
the utmost gratification in awarding 
you this further record of achievement, 
the Hubbard Medal of the National Ge- 
ographic Society.” 


Grosvenor Presents Coolidge. 


President Coolidge was presented by 
Dr. Gilbert Grosvenor, president of the 
National Geographic Society. Dr. 
Grosvenor spoke of the air voyages 
Americans had made with such be- 
wildering rapidity in the last four years, 
and declared that in every outstanding 
voyage the aviators were men trained, 
developed and inspired in the»Govern- 
ment service. | 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce Mac- 
Cracken appealed to the audience to 
keep America “first in the air.” 
“There is not a man, woman or child 
in this Nation today,” he said, “who 
is not more secure in, and better able 
to enjoy, all that life holds dear by 
reason of the pioneering that hag been 
done in civil aeronautics. Compara- 
tively few in number are they that 
realize this, and still fewer who fully 
comprehend its future possibilities.” 
After the oratory, Col. Lingbergh 
stayed to see a motion picture depicting 
the beginning and end of his historic 
flight. 

With the presentation of the Hub- 
bard medal to Col. Lindbergh, that 
famous young man joined the small 
coterie of immortals whith includes 
ary, Byrd, Amundsen and four others 
who have been pioneers in the advance- 
ment of science.

Levine, who, with Clarence Chamber- 
lin, flew from New York to Germany. 
Levine drove up to the White House in 
a yellow roadster and then, for some 
unknown reason, drove away, circled 
around the grounds and came back 
again. He, too, was smiling. 


Lindbergh Comes on Foot. 


Col. Lindbergh surprised the crowd 
by arriving on foot. He had been in a 
conference at the State, War and Navy 
Building and, at its conclusion, walked 
across the street to the White House. 


When the crowd ‘spied him it broke 
into cheers, and one man slapped Lind- 
bergh on the back. This drew a frown 
from Lindbergh. bad 

Lieut. Lester Maitland and Lieut. 
Albert Hegenberger, the first to fly 
from San Francisco to Hawali, were 
with Lindbergh, as also were Clarence 
Chamberlin, Edward F. Schlee, William 
S. Brock, Arthur Goebel and several 
other noted fliers. 

Commander Richard E. Byrd, who 
flew to the North Pole and from New 
York to France, also arrived on foot, 
accompanied by two of the men who 
made the latter flight with him— 
Bernt Balchen and Commander George 
Noville. Bert Acosta the fourth man 
of his party did not arrive on time for 
the luncheon. 


Miss Elder With President. 


The “Feast of the Fliers” at the 
White House was preceded by a get- 
together on the south portico of the 
White House. When al) finally were as- 
sembled about th. table, Miss Elder 
sat at the right of President Coolidge 
and Col. Lindbergh sat at the left 
of Mrs. Coolidge. A section of the Ma- 
rine Band played throughout the 
luncheon. 

Emerging from the White House 
after the luuncheon, Miss Elder said 
she thought President Coolidge was a 
“darling” and that Col. Lindbergh was 
a “peach.” 

It was a great moment for the pho- 
tographers—the first time they had 
ever had an opportunity to get a 
“shot” at a full assemblage of the aces. 
Obedient to the commands of the pho- 
tographers, the fliers formed a line 
across the White House porch, while 
shutters snapped like machine guns. 

Col. Lindbergh and Miss Elder stcod 
together, the young man blushing and 
uncomfortable and the girl looking up 
at him with eyes filled with admira- 
tion. 

Get Close-up Photograph. 


Eventually the camera men clam- 
bered down from the wall on the other 
side of the driveway and proceeded to 
get a close-up of Col. Lindbergh and 
Miss Elder, the first of these two ever 
made. 

While such a picture paight be what 
the public wants, the’ circumstances 
under which it was made must have 
been very embarrassing to the other 
fillers. They suddenly realized that 
they were no longer wanted and strag- 
gled away almost unnoticed. 

When the photographers had fin- 
ished with them, Miss Elder‘got into 
a limousine and Lindbergh set jout on 
foot for the State, War and Navy 
Building. He was followed by a great 
crowd, shouting “Lindy!” “Lindy!” 

Later in the day, the fliers attended 
a reception at the Mayflower Hotel, 
given in their honor by Assistant Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Mrs. Mac- 
Cracken. .

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New Jersey Senator Alleges mn 


Total Deaths Must Run 
Into Four Figures. 


MANY SHOTINBACK, 
HE FURTHER DECLARES 


Dry Officials Here Deny Accu- 
racy of Figures He 
Discloses. 


New York, Nov. 14 (A.P.).—Senator 
Edward I. Edwards of New Jersey, in 
an article published today in the De- 
cember issue of the magazine “Plain 
Talk.” estimated that the toll of lives 
taken by prohibition agents “must run 
into four figures.” 

“The Federal men to date,” he said, 
“have slain about 200, and I have read 
the ‘dispositions’ from the Treasury De- 
partment in 152 killings by Federal 
agents, with some 84 other cases where 
deaths have occurred at the hands of 
local officers.” 

Answering the question, “how do men 
die when prohibition agents shoot?” 
he wrote “they die, many of them, in 
cold blood, shot in the back. 

“The reports of the Treasury Depart- 
ment do not, it is true, ever say that a 
victim was shot in the back, for it 
would not look good. But investigate 
the court records and see what you 
find, and I ask you not to accept my 
word but the words of physicians, men 
of the community. who know that 
perjury on such a score would be in- 
stantly detected.” 


“Shot in the Back.” 


Senator Edwards recounted in detail 
specific cases of several persons “shot in 
the.back.” Among them were the cases 
of Guy E. Meadows, of Hinton, W. Va.., 
who, the senator wrote, was shot and 
killed’ when he attempted to throw a 
pint of whisky into the river. and Law- 
rence Wagner, Upper Harford County, 
Md., farmer, shot in the back when he 
ran upon being startled by five armed 
men jumping suddenly at him. The 
five men, the senator said, “went free 
and one is now a district administra- 
tor.” 


The cause of the large number of 
killings in the enforcement of prohibi- 
tion, he declared, “lies in the character 
of the men who enforce it; grafters and 
busybodies.” 

Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews’ statistics of 
discharged prohibition agents up to 
February 1, 1926, Senator Edwards said, 
revealed that 875 men of a standing 
staff of 3,600 persons were discharged 
“for ajl sorts of scoundrelism,” includ- 
ing 215 for intoxication and miscon- 
duct and 123 for extortion, bribery or 
soliciting money. 


Figures Disputed Here. 


(Associated Press.) 


Prohibition officials here last night 
disputed the statement made by 
Senator Edwards, of New Jersey, in a 
magazine article, that the number of 
persons killed by dry enforcement 
officers “must run mto four figures.”

“No Shooting” Policy. 


That policy, in effect, he said, is that 
“no prohibition agent should use his 
gun except to protect his own life.” 
This, he added, was on the theory that 
it was “better to let a bootlegger go 
rather than kill him, and get him some 
other time.” 

While acting as administrator for 
five weeks last summer in New Jersey, 
Senator Edward’s home State, Mr. Jones 


fired there since, he added. 

Referring to the Treasury figures 
mentioned by the senator as revealing 
that 875 men of a.staff of 3,600, had 
been discharged from the prohibition 
army for various offenses up to 
February 1. 1926, the deputy commis- 
sioner said that the 875 employes were 
of .a total of nearly 15,000 employed 
since prohibition began at one time or 
another. The force, he said, never 
totaled more than 4,200 persons at any 
one time. " 

Mr. Jones also recalled that scores 
of Federal agents had been killed by 
bootleggers in raids and rum chases. 


$9,000,000 to Be Spent

Last year the Post Office Department 
disbursed $8,688,215 for additional serv- 
ice to take care of the great volume of 
Christmas mail that poured into the 
postal machine from every possible 
source. Most of this amount was ex- 
pended for salaries of additional em- 
ployes and for additional railroad trans- 
portation.

QUAKE OR WORLD END 
IS THOUGHT OF MANY 


One Man Races Flames; Oth- 
ers Tell of Blinding Flash, 
Then Darkness. 


Pittsburgh, Nov. 14 (A.P.).—Screams 
of the panic-stricken populace rent 
the inky darkness as death and ruin 
were spread through the lower North 
Side by this morning’s explosion. 

Black smoke filled the air, following 
the terrific report, and there were 
many who thought the end of the 
world had come. As frighténed women 
and children groped about in the dark- 
ness, great pieces of steel fell, crum- 
bling houses and factories, and glass 
flew in all directions. 

Men and women staggered from their 
rocking homes, many with blood 


streaming from their faces. Others lay 
quiet, dead or unconscious. 

Battalion Fire Chief Daniel Jones, otf 
Engine Company 47, Fulton street, said 
the entire district rocked. He and his 
men were sitting about the firehouse 
when the blast occurred. He declared 
some of his men were knocked to the 
floor and others were cut by flying 
glass as every window in the building 
was shattered. 

“The boys hurriedly regained their 
feet,” he said, “and leaped upon the 
already moving fire apparatus. As we 
reached the street great waves of black 
smoke swept up the street and there 
was a whining noise in the air.” 


Saw Home a Wreck. 


When the smoke ‘cleared away the 
chief saw his house across the street a 
mass of wreckage. He didn’t stop to 
see if any of his family were injured, 
as there was more pressing rescue work 
to be done. 

The chief described how the injured 
began to reel to the streets from their 
houses and how the firemen picked 
them up from the street. 

“The boys worked like maniacs,” he 
said, “although many were injured 
themselves, while additional fire com- 
panies were ordered to the scene.” 

John F. Blazak, elevator operator, 
was running his elevator in the plant 
of the Pittsburgh Clay Pot Co., adjoin- 
ing the gas tank, when the explosion 
occurred. He declared the _ elevator 
seemed to bounce in the air and then 
suddenly stop. The halls were filled 
with screaming persons all trying to 
get down stairs at once. Blood was 
streaming from some of them. Bricks 
and glass fell as they struggled. 

Mrs. Louise Chamay, a resident of 
Reedsdale street, said the floor of her 
house seemed to lift and she was thrown 
out into the yard. “When I got to 
my feet everything was black,” she 
said. “Everybody in front of me was 
running and screaming. And then lI 
fainted.” 


Many Stunned by Blast. 


Patrolman Fred Zimmer, who carried 
a dozen women and children from a 
hotel in Ridge avenue, and.a row of 
buildings nearby, said most of the peo- 
ple in these structures were stunned 
by the blast. 

“The only one who didn’t seem to 
mind the whole thing was a little baby,” 
he said. “He cried softly in a crib on 
the second floor while his mother was 
taken to a hospital. The child escaped 
without a scratch.” 

Manr had miraculous escapes. Jo- 
seph Sharp, of Fayette street, was just 
about to enter his shop when the ceil- 
ing fell in. 

A vivid eyewitness account of scenes 
which followed today’s gas explosion 
on the North Side was told by Harry 
McCullough, whose home is three blocks 
from the gas works. 

“The kitchen door of my house 
knocked me down when it crashed from 
the hinges.” he said. “I rushed out and 
started for the gas works. As I reached 
the street, a man fell into my arms and 
we both fell. Blood was gushing from 
an ugly wound on his neck. Other 
people were running about as if mad. 
I got up and made another start. I 
saw a woman looking out of a broken 
window. Her face looked is if she had 
been struck by a shotgun charge. 


Woman Blown From Bed. 


* “Live wires were hanging down into 
the flooded streets, sputtering and 
squirming. I changed my direction 
into an alley. Here two women 
Staggered from a house in their 
night clothing. They had been blown 
from their beds. They were bruised 
and bleeding. 

“By this time the streets and alleys 
were filled with people rushing from 
houses. I took the two women to my 
home and gave them some clothes. Re- 
turning toward the gas works I found 
the police and dAremen on the job doing 
mighty fine work.” 

James Condon, 65, a storekeeper 
whose place is within one block of 
where today’s disastrous gas expolsion 
occurred, told of a race he won with a 
sheet of flame down Reedsdale street. 
Standing at a window, Condon was cut 
about the body when the force of the 
blast shattered the glass. He rushed 
into the street, believing the district 
had been visited by an earthquake. 
Looking toward the gas works he said 
he saw a sheet of flame traveling down 
the street in hic direction. Condon 
started to run ahead of the fire, and 
he escaped the flames. 

Most of the residents of the district 
who escaped the blast said that at first 
they were convinced it was an earth- 
quake, with streets bulging up and 
houses and buildings collapsing. 


New Born Baby Rescued. 


Patrolmen from the Center Avenue 
Station, among the first to. reach the 
gas blast disaster scene today, were in 
time to rescue a woman who had given 
birth to a baby im a wrecked Ridge 
avenue house. The mother was cut 
by fiying glass, but the infant was 
unharmed. 

Summoned to the scene of today’s 
gas explosion disaster, Ray Michaels, 
an emergency electric lineman, stumbled 
over the body of a man in the street. 
He halted, turned the body over, and 
looked into the face of his father, C. F. 
Michaels, superintendent of the wrecked 
gas works. The son accompanied the 
remains to the morgue. 

At least two persons were looking 
directly at the mammoth North Side 
gas tank when it exploded today. Miss

First Ald Station Open. 


When it became evident that the 
capacity of every hospital in the city 
was taxed, the Red Cross and the Sal- 
vation Army established first aid sta- 
tions on the outside rim of the devas- 
tated area. Here scores of persons were 
given medical attention. Many doc- 
tors braved the perils of the region, and, 
carrying emergency kits, they entered 
the danger zone to seek out and help 
victims of the disaster. 

A check-up of hospitals tonight 
showed that 485 injured persons were 
given treatment. Some were so badly 
hurt that doctors feared that they 
would not survive. Among the in- 
jured were many school children who 
were just about to enter classrooms as 
the tank, 233 feet in diameter and 
208 feet high, let go. The pupils were 
showered with flying glass. Panic- 
stricken children added to the general 
confusion. They ran through the 
streets and were endangered by falling 
walls until rescuers finally rounded 
them up, sent the injured to hospitals 
and the others to residences outside 
the stricken region. 

The disaster gripped an area of 
about one square mile, fronting on the 
Ohio River and centering in Reedsdale 
street. The section is known as Man- 
chester and is one of the city’s oldest 
districts. It was thickly settled, old- 
fashioned brick and frame dwellings 
crowding one upon the other, with 
factories, warehouses and industrial 
plants intermingling. In the houses 
for the most part were the families of 
working men. 


Tank Believed Empty. 


Within a very brief time after the 
city learned of the extent of the dis- 
aster relief agencies and others were at 
work seeking to help the injured and 
the homeless. The Equitable Gas Co., 
owner of the tank, housed many of the 
homeless in its Manchester Administra- 
tive Buildings, in hotels and in apart- 
ment hosses. Police and fire stations 
were thrown open to others left desti- 
tute. Many found refuge in homes 
outside the wrecked region. 

All initial efforts to determine the 
cause of the blast were fruitless. It 
was known that workmen, a crew of 
men with blow torches, were working 
on the death-dealing tank when it blew 
up. The tank, however, was supposed 
to be empty, and officials of the com- 
pany were at a loss to explain how the 
gas entered the reservoir. Two other 
nearby tanks contained gas. Pieces of 
steel pierced them and set the gas on 
fire, but they did not explode. 

While fire department officials said 
their checkup of the district showed 
more than 30 persons missing, includ- 
ing residents and workers, they believed 
some of these escaped and failed to re- 
port they were safe. 


Bodies in Buildings. 


Undoubtedly, they said, additional 
bodies would be found in flooded base- 
ments, pinned under debris. One body 
was located in the basement of the 
ruined Pittsburgh Clay Pot plant. Eight 
other men, at work in the basement, 
were reported missing, and fire pumps 
were being used to rid the place of 
water. 

The danger of falling walls was to a 
great extent eliminated tonight when 
firemen pulled down the tottering rem- 
nants of ruined structures. 

The damage was not confined to the 
immediate region. Windows through- 
out Pittsburgh and many suburbs were 
shattered, and in the downtown sec- 
tions many pedestrians were cut by 
flying glass. 

It was impossible to estimate the 
total damage. The gas storage tank 
alone was worth $1,000,000, and plate 
glass broken was valued at some $50,000. 


No Explosion Insurance. 


Insurance company representatives 
said most of the houses and buildings 
in the zone of disaster were covered by 
insurance for fire but not explosion. 

The city and Allegheny County 
quickly appropriated relief funds. City 
council ordered $100,000 made avail- 
able, while county officials instructed 
the works department to make any 
necessary expenditures to relieve suf- 
fering. 

With most of the devastated district 
in darkness tonight rescuers mounted 
searchlights at vantage points. These 
were used to sweep the streets at inter- 
vals, and to aid firemen who confined 
their work to two local sectors—near 
the ill-fated tanks and in the rear of 
the Clay Pot Building. 

While those whose homes were ruined 
were offered shelter in other sections, 
many did not accept. They returned 
to the disaster district during the night. 


Rt. Rev. P. J. Byrne

ment of the Right Rev. Patrick J. Byrne, 
of Washington, as prefect apostolic of 
Perig Yang, Korea, was announced to- 
day in a cablegram from Rome.

yesterday morning. 

The offer was made to A. K. Oliver, 
chairman of the Pittsburgh chapter, in 
a telegram congratulating him on the 
promptness with which his disaster re- 
lief unit went into action. A telegram 
of sympathy was dispatched to Mayor 
Kline, expressing thanks for coopera- 
tion extended Red Cross workers by the 
city government. 

When the explosion occurred the 
Pittsburgh chapter was in the midst of 
its annual membership campaign, and 
many of the 2,000 workers engaged in 
enrolling members were pressed into 
service. The. Pittsburgh chapter re- 
ported 13 known dead. 


Shell-Shocked Veteran 
Hysterical at Explosion 


Pittsburgh, Nov. 14 (A.P.).—Pathos 
and the irony of circumstances rode 
hand in hand today when a tank of the 
Equitable Gas Co. blew up.

- MUST NOT HALT WORK 


Mississippi Improvement and 
St. Lawrence Shipway 
Warmly Advocated. 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 14 (A.P.).—A 
modern inland waterway system that 
would solve the transportation problem 
and give aid to farmers by reducing 
grain shipment costs was visualized 


here tonight by Herbert Hoover, Secre- 
tary of Commerce, in an address be- 
fore the Mississippi Valley Association’s 
ninth annual convention. 

“I believe that the statement that by 
the modernization of the Mississippi 
and Great Lakes system of waterways 
we shall decrease freight on grain to 
world markets by 10 cents a bushel 
is not far wrong,” declared Secretary 
Hoover. 

“And by so doing, we should increase 
the price of all grain to the farmer by 
10 cents a bushel and this 10 cents is 
the profit end. of the price,” he con- 
tinued. 

Would Equal Outlay. 


“One single year of such increase to 
mid-West farmers,” he asserted, “would 
more than equal the entire capital out- 
lay which we propose.” 

Secretary Hoover characterized the 
spring flood in the Mississippi Valley 
as “the most important event in our 
national life in the past year and one 
which bears directly upon the devel- 
opment and control of our great rivers.” 

“I believe,” he said, “the whole of the 
United States is unanimous in that we 
must undertake such engineering works 
as will give security.” 

Secretary Hoover said the necessity 
to remake and energetically construct 
flood control works as will guarantee 
protection must not overshadow “our 
march to the improvement of inland 
water ways.” 

“That is as important to people in 
the flood tSates as elsewhere,” he added. 
“We should deepen our rivers to per- 
mit mod rn barge transportation, 
deepen the outlet to the Great Lakes 
to permit ocean-going shipping, and 
to connect them all together into es 
definite transportation system. 


Deepening the Mississippi. 


“The plan can be simply stated: It 
is to deepen the 9,000 miles of the 
Mississippi and its tributaries to a 
minimum depth of 6 to 9 feet so as 
to permit barge service—that is the 
Mississippi system. 

“The construction of the St. Lawrence 
shipway from the lakes to the Atlantic, 
thus opening every lake port to the 
vessels of the world over 3,000 miles 
of deep waterways—the Great Lakes 
system.”

WORK IN PRISON. 


Experiments in the way of making the Fed- 
eral prisons self-supporting give promise of 
success. Men confined in penal institutions 
prefer activity to idleness, and it is not sur- 
prising that prisoners should manifest a desire, 
when once started in a productive industry, to 
excell their own accomplishments as they be- 
come more expert, 

It is the result of this inborn desire, which 
produces “champions” in every line of en- 
deavor, that the production of cotton duck, 
¢otton drill and other materials of the mills 
in the Atlanta prison is constantly growing in 
‘volume. The prisoners in that institution 
turned out more cotton cloth last month than 
they ever did before in an equal period. 

While the object of the Atlanta penitentiary 

is to produce a sufficient quantity of coarser 
cotton cloths for the needs of the Government, 
the authorities in Leavenworth aim to turn out 
enough shoes at the plant in the Kansas prison 
to supply the demands of the Indian service 
and the other Federal prisons. 
- There were 300 men employed in the Leav- 
enworth shoe factory during October, and they 
produced an average of 447 pairs each working 
day, or nearly one and a half pairs to a man. 
In September the number of workers in the 
shop was 275, and the production averaged 
only 292 pairs daily, or but little more than 
@ pair to a worker. The increase in production 
per man is better than 40 per cent, and should 
this improvement continue Leavenworth will 
be able to turn out all the shoes needed for 
the nonmilitary departments of the Govern- 
ment, while the workers are learning a use- 
ful trade which will enable them to reestablish 
themselves after their discharge. 


* HYMNS IN THE DISCARD. 


+ What quality it is that establishes the popu- 
larity of a song or a hymn it is difficult to 
gay. It may be the words alone, or the music 
alone, or both combined, or something outside 
both—some sentiment that, conjoined, they 
Succeed in evoking. Many verses that are not 
strictly hymns, but have nevertheless a wide 
use in churches of various denominations, have™ 
lately come under the ban of some clergymen 
and organists and a few laymen as being 
“silly” and “meaningless.” Sixteen years ago, 
one of these, “The Beautiful Isle of Some- 
where,’’ was dramatically denounced, as having 
“neither poetry nor sense,” by Woodrow Wil- 
son, then Governor of New Jersey, after he haf 
heard it sung with great fervency and unison 
of tone by 6,000 persons attending a Sunday 
school convention at Trenton. Great as was 
his authority and fierce as was his attack, the 
hymn, or song, suffered little loss of popularity, 
and a few weeks ago Cardinal O’Connell, Arch- 
bishop of Boston, felt constrained, on esthetic 
grounds, to ban it from the Catholic churches 
of his diocese, declaring in his fulmination 
that it is “trashy, inaner sentimental and 
maudlin.” Before a group of Methodist leaders 
Dr. 8S. Parks Cadman justified the cardinal’s 
action, and took up the propaganda on his own 
accpunt, and in a highly metaphorical way, by 
urging the clergy “to unite in casting out the 
inferior stuff which clogs the chariot wheels 
of God.”

THE REAL TAX BURDEN. 


Congress may cut $225,000,000 from the 
taxes imposed upon the people, as suggested 
by Secretary Mellon, or even $100,000,000 
more as demanded by Mr. Garner, the minority 
leader of the ways and means committee, 
without really relieving the taxpayer of an 
appreciable burden, That relief can only come 
from the adoption of economy by the States, 
counties and cities. 

The statistics of State and municipal ex- 
penditures and State, county and municipal 
bonded indebtedness show that within the last 
fifteen years expenditures and debts have in- 
creased at a headlong rate. Unless a halt is 
called a smash appears to be inevitable. 

Many of the manufacturing cities are begin- 
ning to realize the results of unrestrained 
expenditure. The increase in taxation in these 
centers has caused manufacturers to transfer 
their activities to rural districts which have 
not thus far joined in the saturnalia of ex- 
travagance. 

A graphic picture of this tendency on the 
part of municipalities to increase their 
expenses, regardless of income, is furnished 
by the Boston Real Estate Board in a report 
on the expenditures and debts of Massachu- 
setts cities. The board shows that thc expendi- 
ture for city schools in Massachusetts rose 
from $17,000,000 in 1910 to $62,000,000 in 
1926. These figures do not include the cost of 
new buildings, interest on the bonds sold to 
provide for new buildings or the amounts paid 
out of the teachers’ pension fund. The in- 
crease in the payments for interest charges on 
municipal debts has increased 50 per cent, 
which indicates “not only a larger debt, but 
heavier payments for money borrowed in an- 
ticipation of taxes.’”” The cost of protection to 
persons and property increased from’ $11,- 
000,000 to $29,000,000 during the same 
period, and the cost of “health and sanitation” 
has more than tripled. 

Throughout the whole period, too, there has 
been an enormous increase in taxes upon real 
estate. In addition to the increase in the rate 
per $100 of valuation, the valuation itself has 
been enhanced. Expenses and taxes have in- 
creased proportionately much faster than the 
population has increased. 

In this respect Massachusetts occupies no 
unique position. The same extravagance is 
shown by the census figures to apply practi- 
cally throughout the entire country. Even the 
rural communities are affected, although in the 
case of the latter the higher taxes are almost 
invariably the result of the building of im- 
proved highways. The question whether the ad- 
vantages of good roads offset ‘1e tax cost is not 
yet clearly settled. In many cases roads are 
extravagantly and improvidently built. 


SYNTHETIC RUBBER. 


Germany has staged several important in- 
dustrial comebacks since the war, none of 
which is more impressive than that of the 
chemical industry. Hard hit as a result of 
patent and process utilization by other nations, 
and having fresh in mind the deprivations of 
the war as a result of not being able to obtain 
needed raw materials, Germany set about im- 
mediately after the armistice developing sub- 
stitutes and synthetic products, both to recap- 
ture world markets and for further national 
emergency. Germany’s chemical industry, for 
ingtance, has made remarkable progress in the 
production of synthetic gasoline. It has de- 
veloped numerous products for specific uses 
better than those generally known and cheaper 
to produce. Synthetic medicines and syn- 
thetic substances, such as ammonia, camphor, 
glyzol and hydrocarbides, are nearing the stage 
of commercial development. Now synthetic 
rubber, a product long needed and much 
sought after, is about to make its appearance 
upon the market. 

The new rubber, described at meetings of 
the Chemical Industrialists Protective. Union 
held recently at Frankfort-on-Main, is said to 
be the equal of the natural product and cheaper 
in cost of production. World patents have 
been applied for, and it is promised that Ger- 
many’s synthetic rubber soon will appear in 
active competition with natural rubber. 

Many months of effort and experimentation 
and the expenditure of a considerable sum of 
money for research were necessary before 
German scientists were even able to hit upon 
@ formula from which synthetic rubber might 
be produced. Yet the cost, no matter how 
great, was well worth while. It is interesting 
to note that private industry and the Federal 
Government in this country spend about 
$200,000,000 annually today on industrial 
research, of which the corporations spend $2 
for every dollar spent by the Government. 
The financing of scientific research, as Ger- 
many has shown, is a profitable investment. 


ROCKEFELLER’S GIFT, 


Acceptance by the Palestine government of 
the John D. Rockefeller, jr., gift of $2,000,000 
for the purpose of building and endowing an 
archeological museum in Jerusalem brings 
to mind a similar offer made by Mr. Rocke- 
feller over a year ago. In February, 1926, he 
made known the fact that he was willing to 
build for the Egyptian people, at a cost of $10,- 
000, 000, a similar museum in which would be 
established an institute to conduct research 
work in Egyptology.

$500,000 to the New York Botanital Gardens, 
$900,000 to the Y. M. C. A. and $500,000 to 
the Shakespeare Memorial Theater at Strat- 
ford-on-Avon. Many other philanthropies, 


such as the construction of picturesque road-. 


ways through Lafayette National Park, sub- 
sequently turned over to the people of the 
United States, are not as well known. 


IMMIGRATION PROPOSALS. 


In general the changes in the immigration 
laws which Secretary Davis proposes to recom- 
mend to Congress will be heartily approved by 
all who have given any attention to the sub- 
ject. Mr. Davis will recommend that aliens 
who, once having been deported, find their 
way back to our shores in violation of the laws, 
shall be subject to penalties in addition to 
being deported. He would hold ship masters 
responsible for the entry of stowaways, unless 
it can be shown, that all due diligence on the 
part of masters and crews had been exercised 
and failed to discover the presence of the un- 
desirables, He will also ask that the deporta- 
tion laws be codified and strengthened, with 
new classes of deportable aliens to be created, 
including peddlers of narcotics. 

The present laws permit the alien wife of an 
American citizen to enter the country to join 
her husband, without reference to the quota of 
the country whence she comes. Secretary 
Davis suggests that a like privilege be extended 
to alien husbands of American wives, and that 
all alien children of American citizens between 
the ages of 18 and 21 be accorded the status 
of nonquota immigrants. The limit now is 
18 years. 


The present laws deprive North American 
{Indians who reside in contiguous territory out- 
side the limits of the United States of the right 
of immigration or naturalization. This has been 
the basis of much controversy in dealing with 
Canadian Indians especially, and Secretary 
Davis suggests that, in view of the failure of 
Congress to fully understand the provisions 
of the law of 1917 when that statute was en- 
acted, so far as it may relate to the status of 
these people, the act should be amended ac- 
cordingly. 

He further asks Congress to consider “the 
necessity for special relief for the wives ‘and 
minor children of aliens married at the time 
of entry, who entered the United States law- 
fully, for permanent residence, prior to July 
1, 1924.” 

In view of the fact that all the recom- 
mendations of the Secretary of Labor are based 
upon his experience in the administration of 
the immigration laws during the last six years 
or more, they should receive the careful con- 
sideration of the committees on immigration 
and of both houses of Congress, 


IS OHIO DRY OR WET? 


When the Supreme Court of the United 
States in March last set the seal of its dis- 
approval on the Ohio law which allowed minor 
judges to profit by the fines they exacted from 
violators of traffic and prohibition laws, the 
legislature of the State undertook to circum 
vent the Federal tribunal by enacting a statute 
that was only slightly less objectionable than 
that which had been declared unconstitutional. 

The latest attempt on the part of the Ohio 
lawmakers to abet magistrates in raids upon 
the pockets of offenders provided that those 
judicial officers might retain for themselves 
50 per cent of all fines collected up to $250 
per month. Should the income from such 
source fail to produce for the ‘‘disinterested”’ 
jurist compensation to the amount of the maxi- 
mum he was permitted to retain, it would then 
be the duty of the county to make up. the dif- 
ference. But this legislative enactment, be- 
fore being promulgated as the law of Ohio, 
was referred to the voters at the election last 
Tuesday, with the result that the people of 
the State most emphatically rejected it. 

The defeat of the proposed method for pay- 
ing judges by making it to their interest to 
exact heavy fines from violators of the prohi- 
bition law and the traffic regulations is taken 
as something of an index to the popular senti- 
ment in Ohio in the matter of enforcement of 
prohibition laws generally. But it is not 
likely that the Antisaloon League will permit 
that impression to prevail. It will require 
something more in the way of direct expres- 
sion to demonstrate that the voters are “all 
wet.” They were very dry one year ago, when 
they returned Frank B. Willis to the Senate 
for another term.

How To Avoid War. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
“Good Will Congress” at its recent 
session at St. Louis pointed out what 
it calls twelve ways of avoiding war in 
the future. All the twelve hinged 
around the entry of the United States 
into the world court. They form an 
elegant boost for the pacifists, and the 
pacifists would have us go on as at 
present—that is, neglecting all efforts 
to be well defended in case of war. 
The United States can readily keep out 
of war. The way to do this is to have 
the strongest Navy in the world, al- 
ways an abundance of the best ammu- 
nition, and the other necessaries of 
war, and a continual training of citi- 
zens to be ready for the field. 

All signs point in one direction, that 
of a coming war that will again in- 
volve all Europe. Italy is walking 
around with a chip on her shoulder, 
waiting for France to knock it off; 
France is doing what it can to arouse 
and keep alive the hatred of the Ger- 
mans; Poland and Russia are both 
working toward a war; Great Britain 
will soon have her hands full trying 
to maintain her possessions in India; 
the Balkan States are breathing threats 
of war, and while Turkey is apparently 
quiescent, she has an eye toward re- 
gaining her lost ascendency. While all 
this is going on, the only way for the 
United States to keep from being in- 
volved is to speedily create the strong- 
est navy in the world. Treaties have 
long since become only scraps of paper. 
No government regards them when 
they are found to interfere with their 
inclinations. Treaties are like party 
platforms—only made to be broken. If 
Congress wants to keep out of war 
let it provide for a large navy, and 
full supplies. Then we can say to all 
nations: “We do not intend to inter- 
fere with you, and we will not let you 
interfere with us.” As Blaine said, 
when Secretary of State when France 
and England proposed a tripartite 
movement to interfere between Chile 
and Peru: “We won’t interfere, and 
you shan’t.” W. H., 8.

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In both Nos. 1 and 2, Spades are 
trump and the original lead is the King 
of Clubs. How should Declarer plan his 
campaign? 

No. 1. Declarer’s best chance for the 
maximum (a Small Slam) is to ruff 
(trump) his two losing Hearts. When 
he wins the first trick with the Ace of 
Clubs, he should lead the Ace of Hearts 
(not disclosing to the enemy that he 
holds the King); and, trick 3, he should 
lead a small Heart and ruff in Dummy. 
Trick 4, he should lead a trump from 
Dummy, win in Closed Hand and, trick 
5, should lead the second small Heart 
to give Dummy a second ruff. Then 
Dummy should lead a smal] Club, and 
Closed Hand should ruff and lead the 


two high trumps.° If the five adverse 
trumps are divided 3-2—as is probable— 
this will give the Declarer a Small Slam. 

No. 2. In this hand Declarer has four 
trumps in Dummy and he has to lead 
two rounds 6f Hearts before he has a 
chance to ruff. Therefore, an over-ruff 
would be quite possible if Declarer did 
not, first exhaust the adveyse trumps. 
The plan of play should be: Tricks 2 
and 3, high trumps from, Closed Hand; 
tricks 4 and 5, Ace and King of Hearts 
from Closed Hand; trick 6, a Heart 
ruffed in Dummy; trick 7, a Club ruffed 
in Closed Hand; trick 8, the last Heart 
held by the Closed ,Hand, ruffed in 
Dummy.

This action was taken at the first of 
a series of executive meetings during 
which the committee will draft the 
new revenue measure that will be pre- 


sented to Congress when it convenes. 

Chairman Green, in making the 
announcement, said the committee 
adopted as the basis of its work the 
two score or more recommendations 
for simplification of administration of 
the tax laws recently presented by the 
joint congressional committee on in- 
ternal revenue taxation. 


Silent on White House Visit. 


The chairman, who earlier in the 
day, visited the White House, declined 
to say what he had discussed with 
President Coolidge, nor would he indi- 
cate whether he believed the commit- 
tee would adhere to the Treasury rec- 
omendation to limit total tax reduction 
to $225,000,000. 

In this connection he differed from 
Chairman Smoot, of the Senate finance 
committee, who also was a caller at 
the White House. Senator Smoot after- 
ward said he now believed the Treasury 
estimate represented the maximum cut 
possible, although at one time he be- 
lieved a slash of $300,000,000 could be 
effected. 


$50,000,000 for Flood Control. 


The Senate committee chairman feels 
that $50,000,000 at least will be needed 
for the first year’s work of controlling 
the Mississippi River, and he also would 


favor appropriation of $250,000,000 on 
some farm relief bill. 

Green, in discussing the work of the | 
ways and means committee, said the | 
Treasury has been requested to furnish | 
an estimate of the possible loss in 
revenue should the joint committee’s | 
recommendation for computing earned | 
income credit be adopted. The pro- | 
posed change would substitute for the 
present system, the following: 

“In computing taxable net income 
allow a deduction equal to 10 per cent 
of the amount of the earned net in- 
come, subject to maximum and mini- 
mum limits equivalent to those fixed by 
the present act.” 

The committee took up, without 
reaching a decision, a suggested change 
in the method of computing the tax 
on holding companies or corporations 
permitting profits to accumulate. 


President Coolidge yesterday nomi- 
nated Arthur C. Millspaugh, financial 
adviser to the Persian government to 
be financial adviser and general receiver 
to the Haitian government, it was an- 
nounced at the Department of State. 
Mr. Millspaugh succeeds William W. 
Cumberland, who has resigned to enter 
private business. 

Dr. Cumberland, before retiring to 
private life, however, will make a finan- 
cial survey of Nicaragua for the Nica- 
raguan government. The Conservative 
and Liberal parties of that country have 
invited him to perform this task, 


Work Begins Today 
On First Supply Bill 


Preparation of the appropriation bill 
to cover the expenses of the State, 
Justice, Commerce and Labor Depart- 
ments, will be started today by a sub- 
committee af the House committee on 
appropriations, it was announced yes- 
terday by Chairman Martin B. Madden 
of Illinois. 

This will be the first of the supply 
bills to be prepared by the committee. 
and Mr. Madden is confident that it will 
be ready for presentation when Congress 
convenes next month. He expressed the 
hope that another appropriation bill 
would.also be ready by that time.

DEFENDANT ACTIVE 
IN CONDUCT OF CASE 


Wins Order Directing Family 
of Victim to Produce | 
Documents. 


Cincinnatl, Nov. 14 (A.P.).—George 
Remus, “bootleg king,” who deserted a 
promising legal career in Chicago to 


amass millions by violating the national : 


prohibition law, today helped choose a 
jury to determine whether he shall die 
in the electric chair. 


Five weeks agO Remus traced down 
his estranged second wife, Imogene 
Holmes Remus, pressed a pistol to her 
body and killed her, 

At adjournment of court today the 
jury box was half filled with tentative- 
ly accepted jurors. Six of fifteen 
veniremen examined, two women and 
four men, were locked up over night. 
They could be removed only by use of 
peremptory challenges, of which the 
prosecution had four and the defense 
sixteen. 

Twice today Remus arose in his best 
courtroom manner, which had begun 
to build him a reputation for ability 
before he left Chicago, and addressed 
the Court. At other times he advised 
with Charles Elston, his associate coun- 
sel, 

Demands Family Papers. 


Virtually at the outset he read a 
long motion in a sonorous, resouding, 
clearly phrased voice which brought 
into the murder trial nearly every sur- 
viving member of Mrs. Remus’ family 
and Franklin L. Dodge, jr., the former 
prohibition officer Remus has charged 
with wrecking his home after he had 
brought about the conviction which 
sent Remus to the Atlanta Federal Pen- 
itentiary. 

He demanded, and the Court acceded, 
that Dodge, Ruth Holmes Remus, 
daughter of Mrs. Remus adopted by 
Remus; Mrs. Grace Campbell, of Miami, 
Fla., Mrs. Remus’ sister, and Harry F. 
Brown, of Windsor, Ont., Mrs. Remus’ 
brother, be commanded to come into 
court and bring all documents in their 
possession appertaining to eight dis- 
tilleries of which Remus gained con- 
trol before his career as a wholesale 
bootlegger was halted. 

The petition recited that Remus 
knew the papers demanded were in 
the hands of those named, having been 
stolen from his Cincinnati home, which 
was dismantled while he served his 
term in Atlanta. 

Charles P. Taft 2d, Hamilton County, 
prosecuting attorney, son of William 
Howard Taft, Chief Justice of the 
United States, served notice with his 
first question asked a venireman that 
Remus face a demand for the death 
penalty. 


Remus Pleased With Speed. 


William Raff, jr.. young mechanic, 
first venireman called, asserted opposi- 
tion to electrocution and was excused 
immediately, as were four others dur- 
ing the day. None of the fifteen ques- 
tioned admitted an opinion had been 
formed despite wide newspaper read- 
ing. Two other veniremen were ex- 
cused because of wrong street addresses 
in the official papers,. one because 
he was over 70 years old, and one be- 
cause he had done jury duty within a 
month 

Remus, quietly but excellently 
dressed, and showing no traces of his 
five weeks in jail, expressed gratifica- 
tion at the unexpected progress in se- 
lecting the jury. 

“Well,” he said after court, as he 
cocked his head to one side and smiled, 
“I hadn’t expected such progress. It 
simply goes to show that the people 
of Cincinnati are well-informed con- 
cerning, ah, this ‘atrocious crime,’ and 
want, to give Remus a square deal.”

authoritatively that it had never seen 
the documents, and most certainly they 


did not comprise the information on 
which it based its policy last Jan- 
uary. 

As a matter of fact, the department’s 
information was that Mexicans financed 
the Nicaraguan Liberals in a far more 
subtle manner than that alleged in 
the documents. It was done this way: 
When Sacasa, the Liberal leader, set 
up the Liberal government he issued 
350,000 pesos worth of bonds, and they 
were sold in Mexico with the under- 
standing that they would be paid if 
the revolution was successful. Inci- 
dentally, they will be paid yet if the 
Liberals are successful in the July 
elections. 

In addition, the department had evi- 
dence that Mexican manufactured am- 
munition was being used by the Sacasa 
forces and that vessels equipped in Mex- 
ican waters were carrying the ammuni- 
tion to Nicaragua. 


Borah at State Department. 


No one at the Capitol, especially Sen- 
a' or Borah, chairman of the Senate for- 
eign relations committee, cared to dis- 
cuss the matter for publication in the 
absence of more information as to the 
authenticity of the documents, but pri- 
vately the belief was expressed that 
Congress would show little interest in 
them. Senator Borah discussed the sit- 
uation with Secretary Kellogg, but de- 
clined to say what took place. 

In all quarters it was pointed out 
that the State Department believed 
last January that it had sufficient in- 
formation upon which to assume that 
Mexico was encouraging the Nicaraguan 
rebel movement and. shaped its policy 
accordingly. American troops were sent 
into Nicaragua and are to remain there 
to supervise the elections rext July. 
This supervision, proposed by Henry L. 
Stimson, the President’s personal rep- 
resentative, was agreed to by both fac- 
tions. Dwight W. Morrow has recently 
been appointed Ambassador to Mexico, 
and his appointment was generally her- 
alded as marking a new era in the rela- 
tions between the two countries. 

Thus, it was pointed out, there is 
nothing for this Government to do.

N ewspaper Expose ae Phrseeiad Facsimiles of 


Documents Showing Calles Made Nicaragua 
Liberals Quit Peace Conference. 


New York, Nov. 14 (A.P.).—The 
Hearst ne pers tomorrow, in the 
second of a series of articles copyrighted 
by the Washington Herald, will print 
purported fac similies of documents 
from the secret archives of the Mexican 
government showing that the Corinto 
peace conference arranged by the Amer- 
ican State Department in October of 
last year in the hope of ending the 
Nicaraguan revolt was broken up by 
Presidert Calles, of Mexico. 

One of the documents to be printed 
otmorrow is a telegram purporting to 
have been signed by Gen. J. Alvarez, 
Calles’ chief of president staff, to 
Aaron Saenz, then secretary of the Mex- 
ican department of foreign relations. 
It instructed Saenz to have Mexican 
Ambassador Cravioto, at Guatemala, in- 
form Dr. Juan Bautista Sacasa, Nica- 
raguan liberal leader, that if the peace 
arrangements at Corinto were not based 
on arrangements, conchided in Mexico 
City, with liberal elements controlling 
the executive power, the Mexican gov- 
ernment would retire all moral and 
material aid immediately. 

Ambassador Cravioto’s delivery of the 
Calles ultimatum to Dr. Sacasa, in 
Guatemala City, resulted in hurried 
conferences between Sacas and his ad- 
visers, the article will say. Several 
days were required for Sacasa to con- 
vince the liberal delegates of the neces- 
sity of breaking off negotiations, but 
when fully informed of the Mexican 
government’s position, they agreed. 

In discussing the break-up of the 
peace conference with Lawrence Dennis, 
American charge d'affaires in Nicaragua, 
the article will say, one liberal delegate 
admitted openly that his party had the 
unlimited backing of the Mexican 
government and scemed inclined to 
boast of it. 

The following translation of the pur- 
ported dispatch of Alvarez to Saenz is 
made in the article: 

**(seal) TELEGRAM. 

“Mexico, Federal District, 
“President’s General Staff, 
“October 18, 1926. 

“For the Secretary of Foreign Rela- 
tions. Mr. Secretary: By order of the 
president, please be good enough to 
communicate urgently. with Ambassador 
Cravioto in Guatemala and have him 
inform Sacasa that if the peace’ ar- 
rangements at Corinto are not based on 
arrangements concluded in. this city, 
with liberal elements controlling the 
executive power, the Mexican govern- 
ment will retire all moral and material 
aid immediately. « Instruct Cravioto to 
suspend all financial aid to Sacasa if 
the latter does not reply satisfactorily. 

“GEN. J. ALVAREZ, 
“Chief of the President’s Staff.” 

This translation of a purported fac- 
simile of the reply of Saenz to Alvarez 
is given in the article: 

(Seal.) “Telegram. 
“Mexico, Federal District, 

“Department of Foreign Relations, 

“October 25, 1926. 
“The General Staff, 

“No. 1760. 

“To the Chief of the President’s Staff: 

“Please inform the president that 
Cravioto today communicates the fol- 
lowing: 

“‘*Sacasa, after a long conference 
with Zepeda and De la Selva, decided 
to discontinue the peace conferences 
at Corinto and to depart immediately 
for Puerto Cabeza to establish the 
constitutional government. At a meet- 
ing which I held with the Ministers of 
Salvador, Costa Rica and Honduras and 
the foreign minister of Guatemala, we 
agreed to recommend to our respec- 
tive governments the immediate recog- 
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nition of Sacasa in order to lend moral 


force to his government. I beg you ur-. 


gently to call ais recommendation to 
the attention of the president, recom- 
mending to him that Mexico should be 
the first to extend recognition in or- 
der to solidify our policy in Nicaragua 
for the future. I have given 60,000 pesos 
to Sacasa for preliminary expenses in- 
cidental to th installation of his gov- 
ernment.’ 

“I communicate'this to you for your 
information and await your further 
instructions. 

“SECRETARY SAENZ.” 


Miguel Robles, Arrested 
In Obregon Plot, Freed 


Mexico City, Nov. 14 (AP.).—If 
there was an organized plot to assassi- 
nate Gen. Obregon, candidate for the 
presidency, the police have not revealed 
the names of “the men higher up.” 

Miguel Alessio Robles, prominent in 
the party which opposed Obregon’s 
candidacy, was released today after 
having been arrested Sunday night. 
Police found nothing to connect him 
with the attempt against Obregon’s 
life. Unofficially it is reported that 
Ofhner arrests have been made but in- 
formation has been withheld. 

Newspapers report that an order for 
the arrest of Vito Alessio Robles, 
brother of the anti-reelectionist leader, 
has been issued. -His wife went to po- 
lice headquarters and declared her hus- 
band was not connected with the affair, 
but would give himself up if accorded 
guarantees of safety. 

Of the four men in the murder car, 
one, Antonio Tirado, has died from his 
wounds. Another is in a serious condi- 
tion. A third man, captured directly 
after the attempt—Francisco Olivero— 
may be released, the police being in- 
clined to believe his story that he was 
an innocent bystander, and ran away 
when the shooting began. If he is re- 
leased, it means that two, instead of 
one, of the bombers escaped. 


Hughes Becomes Chief of 
Operations; Eberle Becomes 
Head of General Board. 


ADMIRAL JONES. RETIRES 


Brief ceremonies at the Navy De- 
partment yesterday marked the shift- 
ing of the highest commands in the 
service and the retirement of one of 


the department’s veteran officers of 


the line. 


Admiral Charles F. Hughes gave up 
his post as commander in chief of the 
United States fleet, the highest posi- 
tion afloat, and came to the Capital 
to become chief of operations, suc- 
ceeding Admiral E. W. Eberle, who be- 
comes head of the Navy general board, 

Admiral Hughes was succeeded as 
chief of the fleet by, Admiral H. A. 
Wiley. The officer who was retired 
yesterday because of legal age require- 
ments is Admiral Hilary P. Jones, who 
7" served for 47 years. 

ll of the officers involved in the 
shift were highly commended by Sec- 
retary of the Navy Curtis Wilbur. 
He declared all of the officers had fine 
records, and that they were all loyal, 
able and courageous officers. He espec- 
lally commended the work of Admiral 
Jones, saying he had done splendid 
work at the disarmament conference 
at Geneva and at the tripartite con- 
ference which followed. 

The ceremony transferring the chief 
sea-going and land posts of the de- 
partment was both simple and brief. 
Admiral Eberle read aloud his orders 
detaching himself from the position 
which he had filled for more than 
four years. He made a brief address 
in which he praised officers and citizen 
personnel of the department for the 
cooperation given him. He said he 
believed that now both Congress and 
the people generally have a wider and 
better knowledge of the Navy and its 
needs than ever before. 

Admiral Hughes equally was loud in 
his praise of the service afloat, and 
said he was confident that in the post 
to which he was succeeding Admiral 
Eberle he would have the advantage 
of the progress made under that offi- 
cer’s command.

QUESTIONS AND 
ANSWERS. 
EAR Viola \Paris: What would 
you do for & red nose? At times 
the top of my nose gets red; 
otherwise I have a nice complexion. 
VIRGINIA. 
Answer: As a rule, the red nose comes 
from indigestion or from poor circula- 
tion. In the first case, rich foods 
should be discontinued, and those foods 
th@t we do eat should be taken in 
less of the proverbial American hurry. 
Inthe second case, constriction points 
should be looked for. A tight corset, 
tight garters, tight shoes may account 
for the red nose. For both indiges- 
tion and poor circulation, general bodily 
exércise is of course beneficial. You may 
derive great benefit from a gentle mas- 
sage of the face with a good emollient 
cream each night. Work up and out- 
ward across the face, spreading the 
blood supply. When washing, use warm 
water—not hot—and follow this with 
plenty of cold water. Use a cooling 
astringent, a lotion before powdering 
aml a powder that adheres to the skin. 


Dear Viola Paris: It is my mis- 
fortune to have a so-callei “doughy” 
nose. Do you think that massaging 
would help reduce it? BLONDIE. 

Answer: Unfortunately, Ican not give 
yon a very encouraging answer, because 
I know of no satisfoctory way to change 
entirely the size of one’s nose. Some- 
times a little self-massage will help, 
but I can not hold out any very definite 
hope. Furthermore, massage is a thing 
that should be understood by the per- 
son doing it. It .eems best to me to 
resign yourself to the shape of your 
feature and think as little about them 
as possible. We are all apt to exag- 
gerate faults in our own appearance 
that are seldom noticed by others. 


Dear Viola Paris: Will you kindly 
tell me of a safe way to remove wrinkles 
under the eyes?

Answer: Before retiring, lanolin or 
@ good eye cream may be patted on 
the wrinkles and left on overnight. 
Be sure that you get the proper amount 
of rest in hours, even though you may 
not always succeed in actually sleep- 
ing well. Also be sure that you eat 
wholesome food and that you have 
proper elimination. Any of these con- 
ditions—insufficient rest, improper 
food, or improper climination—may be 
the cause of .he wrinkles and puffiness. 
Routing the cause may do more for 
yoR than the eye cream.

‘But isn’t it fairer to say that there 
are mothers who have neither facility 
of language nor of pen, but who have 
an inborn common sense, or sense ac- 
quired from observation, experimenting 
and reading. ‘Such are short on 
vocabulary and long on performance, 
They fill a valuable place in any Wom- 
an’s 0 tion. clubwoman who 


-has no children can give her ideajs 


full sway, you know, because she is 
not hindered at all by facts based 
upon experience. A good man can al- 
ways tell the drunkard how to reform. 
Store seat-warmers always know how 
to run the government. People who 
know often will not talk and those 
who talk often do not know. 

My advice, Grandmother, is to change 
your title “Child Welfare,” to a more 
personal one, “The Problems I En- 
countered in Bringing Up My Children.” 
Half of your audience will wonder 
what you are going to say and the 
others will wonder if you have the 
nerve to say it. 

Then proceed to tell of the prob- 
lems as they came to you. Wherever 
you failed with your children acknowl- 
edge it. That will make you unique. 
Wherever you succeeded keep quiet. 
That will be a master stroke. 

The biggest mistake that a speaker 
can make is to cram up on a lot of 
things foreign to her experience and 
fill her paper with quotations and 
references that do not square with what 
she really knows. A paper based on 
concrete personal experience will be a 
success. Before you start your paper 
ask yourself these questions: 

Did I recognize that my child’s 
early growth depends on the extent of 
his activity, that he learns through 
play, through asking questions, through 
his eyes and his ears and that his 
little mouth and hands must indicate

3. Did I Keep in mind that small 
children uire most of their knowl- 
edge and their attitude towards life 
more from parents than from sermons? 


4. Did I set out to see that my child 
received a religious training under aus- 

ces which afforded real soul satis- 
faction, given by an organization and 
by methods which are tally 
sound, or did my ciildren know it was 
Sunday because we had chicken? 


5. What did I do when my child 
asked: “Who made me,” “where is 
heaven,” “why doesn’t it fall down,” 
“where’s hell,” “If I go down in the 
ground how can I go up to heaven?” 

6. Did I gather up a-raft of 8 and 
throw them to the child on Christmas, 
and in three days find he had thrown 
them at mé;>-at the wall or out in the 
yard? 

Grandmother, time is up, but may I 
add these thoughts for you to discuss: 
His first school, the day he came home 
crying, the day he said he hated his 
teacher, his first black eye. 

The years have flown and now you 
come to such problems as: Home 
chores, allowances, movies, precious- 
ness, grudges, Sunday school, hitching 
on trucks—and still he is only 12. 

Don’t you remember, Grandmother, 
that at this age he would not study, 
was saucy to his mother and was go- 
ing with a gang? 

The gang brings trouble and he isn’t 
yet 16. Smoking, staying out nights, 
wants automobile every evening, has a 
girl, wants to leave school, careers, 
value of education, clashes with father, 
follow one another in rapid procession, 

Well, three women in the rear have 
already slipped out of the room; four 
are nodding their heads; six are looking 
out of the window and the chairman 
has looked at her watch at least five 
times in the last ten minutes. So you 
and I had better stop.

THE Y. W. C. A. HEALTH PROGRAM. 
T« Young Women’s Christian As- 
sociation devotes much of ‘ts 
energy to adult education in 
health. Recently I had an opportunity 
of comparing their health program with 
that of the Western Electric Co. Both 
are specializing in health training for 
women. 
The Y. W. C. A. endeavors to have 


their people take periodic health exami- 
nations, regardless of the absence or 
presence of symptoms. They succeed 
nicely with the girls doing swimming, 
basketball, volley ball and other gym- 
nasium work. They are in a position 
to require that every girl take such 
an examination as a condition for being 
given a ticket to play. 

They are not in so good position as 
regards subsequent periodic examina- 
tions of those. who were sound at the 
time of the first physical. They have 
more difficulty still in obtaining phy- 
sicals of the girls who do not go in for 
gym. 


Their program has a place for more 
formal adult education in health that 
is somewhat similar to that of the 
Western Electric. It consists more, of 
lectures and less of textbook work. 
However, the Y. W. C. A. is responsible 
directly and indirectly for the writing 
of a considerable number of books on 
various phases of personal hygiene for 
women. As a rule, these books, or many 
of them, are found on the library 
shelves of the Y. W. C. A., and the girls 
are stimulated to read them. The per- 
sonal counsel service concerns itself in 
considerable measure with the health 


inclosed. 


problems that grow out of customs 
and habits. The girls are urged to go 
to the counselors with such problems 
as faulty posture, painful feet, bun- 
ions, corns, backache, headache and 
monthly absenteeism. 


As is to be expected, a considerable 
part of the counseling relates to over- 
weight and underweight. The fat ones 
want to be skinny and the skinny ones 
are desirous to learn the art of curves. 
The program of health education at the 
Y. W. C. A. is tied closer to the sports 
program than it is in the Western Elec- 
tric. They have more competitive games’ 
at the Western Electric than they do at 
the Y. W. C. A., but they are a little 
more removed from health education.

YSTERS are served rather simply, 
Mrs. Pratt, so simply, in fact, 
and easily that they are a joy to 

the homemaker who entertains fre- 
quently, in that they provide-a first 
course which may be almost discounted 
so far as effort is concerned. The shells 
are laid on a bed of ice in shallow 
soup plates, and an oyster, of course, 
is placed in each shell. A _ cocktail 
sauce may be placed in a little glass, 
which is in turn forced into the ice 
in the center of the circle of oysters. 
We shall give you the recipe for the 
sauce in a moment. A bit of finely 
chopped parsley may be dropped in the 
center of the glass on top of the sauce 
and a quarter of a:lemon, cut length- 
wise, may be placed on the ice near 
the glass. 


Cocktail Sauce. 


Allow the following quantities to 
each serving of oysters: 

1 tablespoonful of tomato catsup. 

1 tablespoonful of chili sauce. 

¥% tablespoonful lemon juice. 

¥, teaspoonful finely chopped shallot. 
3 or 4 drops tabasco sauce. 

¥% teaspoonful of horseradish. 

Salt to taste. 

Mix, thoroughly and place in the 
cocktall glasses. 


For your dessert may I suggest fig 
ice cream. Let us give you the recipe 
now, and even though you do not use 
it for this occasion it may be set aside 
for future use. All this has started 
your menu in rather an Alpha and 
Omega fashion. For the center of it 
a cream soup may follow your oysters, 
and I think roast turkey, browned 
sweet potatoes and creamed cauliflower 
with sweet pickled peaches and dressed 
endive sounds “elegant,” do you not? 


Fig Ice Cream. 


Chop about a half pound of figs 
into small pieces and pour over them 
a half cupful of warm water. Let 
them stand until they have softened, 
working at them frequently in an 
attempt to mash them. Bring a quart 
of double cream to the scalding point, 
having added to it a scant cupful of 
sugar. Add the figs and either put the 
whole through a coarse sieve or freeze 
as it is with the particles of figs intact. 
The mixture must, of course, be cooled 
before it is placed in the freezer, and 
I should suggest that the cream be 
frozen and allowed to stand for some 
time, possibly an hour and a half or 
two hours, before serving. <A few 
candied cherries cut into small pieces, 
or even a bit of citron in quite small 
particles, may be added to this cream 
in the event the figs are not strained

Beat 
the yolks of the eggs thoroughly and 
add one heaping cupful of the mashed 
carrots, then the cracker crumbs, 
stiffly beaten cream and salt to taste. 
Last of all, add the stiffly beaten 
whites of the eggs. Put into a hot 
ring mold which has melted butter to 
well cover the bottom in it, place the 
mold in a pan of hot water and bake 
in a moderate oven for 25 minutes. 
Then turn out on a platter and serve 
with sauce Allemande. 


Sauce Allemande. 


Melt three tablespoonfuls of butter 
in a saucepan and add*to the melted 
butter three tablespoonfuls of flour, 
and blend. Add to them gradually 
one cupful of white stock and one 
beaten egg yolk and season with salt, 
pepper and a few drops of lemon juice.

Yale Team or Mike McTigue 


Seen as Eastern Champion

N* YORK, Nov. 14.—The results 


of the Yale-Princeton and Army- 

Notre Dame football games have 
muddled the Eastern championship sit- 
uation, if ‘there is such a thing as a 
championship situation in the East, so 
badly that the New York: prize fight 
commission probably will have to step 
in and solve the problem by. appoint- 
ing Mr. Mike McTigue Eastern football 
champion for’ 1927. 

Of course, the New York: prize fight 
commission has no jurisdiction over 
football but that would not deter the 
New York prize fight commission if it 
should really decide to unmuddie the 
Eastern football championship situation 
if any. 

Just now it appears that. the Uni- 
versity of Georgia Team which belongs 
to the Southern tier, has the best, claim 
on the -Eastern championship’ because 
Georgia has» beaten Yale which beat 
the. Army, which beat. Notre Dame, 
which did as much to the Navy. 


But inasmuch as Georgia is not 
an Eastern team jt is doubtful that 
the Eastern championship could be 
thus awarded. A similar situation 
arose.in the uplift profession sev- 
eral years ago when Mr, Tommy 
Gibbons, the Gaucasian  pugilist, 
defeated Kid Norfolk, the negro 
light heavyweight champion, in a 
bout waged at the weight for the 
class. 


. There was much discussion as to 
whether this made Mr. Gibbons the 
negro’ light heavyweight champion and 
Mr. Gibbons finally settled the matter 
by modestly disclaiming the title. This 
precedent, if it be a precedent for foot- 
ball, should, dispose of. Georgia. 

Of course, in defeating Princeton 
Saturday, Yale. vanquished a.very good 
football: team and a traditional enemy, 
but this conquest suggests no. such 
ramifications as the Yale victory over 
the Army because Princeton played 
only seven games. and the other six 
opponents were not much. 

The pastime of tracing the progress 
of a football championship in zigzag 
course across and down the schedule 
is as fascinating as the tracing of fam- 
ily linealogy and it leads to similar 
embarrassments because almost invari- 
ably the inquiry. comes up on a: bar 
sinister where the ‘team in question 
was defeated in the early weeks: of the 
season by Siwash or Eyewash or a 
previously unheard-of school with some 
such name as St. Otto’s Tnstitute’ of 
Poultry Culture. 

Inasmuch as Yale has beaten three 
of the best teams in the East the vic- 
tories over the. , Dartmouth, and 
Princeton, there might be an impulse 


to award the championship to Yale,. but 


any gesture of this kind would. be re- 
sisted more sternly at Zale" than any- 
where else.

There is only one championship that 
Yale ever cherished and that’ was the 
championship of the so-cailed Big 
Three, which came to, such.a sad. dis- 
ruption last.year.. A; the time when 
‘the ‘ respective diplomatic corps of 
Princeton .and Harvard were’ writing 
notés to each other like European 
chancellors, declaring war in a_ polite 
way, it appeared that the champion- 
ship of the Big Three would be abol- 
ished and that Yale and Harvard would 
have nothing left to play football for. 
Princeton was not expected to be simi- 
larly affected, a: Princeton never 
seemed to care much for the Big Three 
chainpionship anyway. 

But, obviously, if Yale beats Harvard 
next Saturday, Yale will be a post- 
humorous champion of the Big Three 
and if Yale doesn’t beat Harvard next 
week the district attorney should in- 
terrogate Mr. Abe Attell or Mr. Wiliiam 
J, Burns. 

The Big Three has only been mildly 
disrupted after all, for Yale still re- 
mains in the middle in a position to 
win the championship. by licking 
teams, whereas the best that Harvard 
and Princeton can do is to root for 
Yale to beat the other and then beat 
Yale.

She vehemently 
Objected to “The Happy Midinette,” 
which adoring Parisians dubbed her, 
when told that the term meant a small- 
Salaried shop girl. A frown shadowed 
her face when the other nickname, “The 
Flying Flapper,” was told her, and she 
declared, “Well, that certainly does 
make me mad.” 

Miss Elder declared that Florenz 
Ziegfeld, famous Follies producer, had 
not enough money to hire her. Zieg- 
feld is in the city and for some time 
has been attempting to affix her signa- 
ture to a contract. The producer's lat- 
est efforts were made yesterday after- 
noon, but, according to Miss Elder, they 
met with failure. 


Miss Elder Meets Lindbergh. 


When Miss Elder met President Cool- 
idge at the White House both their 
minds carried a single thought—food. 

“Well, everybody's here,” Mr. Coolidge 
declared. “Suppose we go to lunch.” 
And Miss Elder replied: “That’s good; 
I’m hungry myself.” 

Shielded from the gaze of curious 
thousands shortly after they entered 
the White House, the famous young 
woman was presented to Col. Lind- 
bergh, and he exclaimed: 

“I’ve been looking forward with antic- 
ipation to meeting you. You are a very 
Plucky girl.” 

“Thank you,” Miss Elder replied. 
“Your anticipation could not possibly 
have equaled mine. You inspired the 
flight I made and you have contributed 
@ great deal to the cause of aviation.” 

Miss Elder, her partner in fame, Lieut. 
George Haldeman, and William Egan. 
Pennsylvania railroad official, arrived 
in a private coach at the Union Station 
at 6:05 a. m. She slept for an hour 
after arrival and upon arising the party 
Was escorted by Clem W. Gerson, 4s- 
sistant manager of the Carlton Hotel, to 
the Sixteenth street hostelry, where 
they established headquarters. 


Many Changes of Costume. 


During the day, Miss Elder changed 
her costumes five times. At the 
luncheon in the Executive Mansion and 
at the reception of Assistant Secretary 
of Commerce McCracken at the May- 
flower Hotel, she wore the same attire 
-—a black silk coat with a white fox 
collar, a black hat, rope of pearls, black 
silk dress, silver stockings and black 
shoes, all of which bore the labels of 
Parisian houses. 

Miss Elder’s plans for the future are 
indefinite. Other offers for stage, mo- 
tion picture and lecture appearance 
have swamped the young woman. 

If given her preference, Miss Elder 
declared she would rather lecture of 
her flight experiences than appear in 
motion pictures or on the stage.

Breakfast Companion Reveals 
Self as Coast-Hawaii Pilot 
During Quiz. 


MAY BUILD FACTORY HERE 


“Have you flown very much over 
water, young man?” 

Charles A. Levine, the first transat- 
lantic air passenger, yesterday address- 
ed this question to a breakfast com- 
panion at the Carlton Hotel and im- 
mediately became embarrassed. 
“Why, yes, I’ve fiown considerably 
over water,” camc the reply. 

“Oh, you have. What is your name?” 
queried Levine. 

The companion revealed his identity 
as Lieut. Albert Hegenbergér, where- 
upon Levine grasped his hand and ex- 
claimed. 

“Oh, you’re the boy who flew to 
Hawail. I’m very glad to know you.” 

Levine declared that he may change 
his plans for erecting a “flivver air- 
plane factory” in Richmond and es- 
tablish headquarters in this city. He 
said that there were few sites in Rich- 
mond that had met with his approval, 
but that he had been informed of some 
excellent sites in Anacostia. 

The president of the Columbia Air- 
craft Corporation declared that he had 
already inspected <« tract of land near 
Bolling Field which was more prefer- 
able than any site Richmond had to 
offer, but he withheld his decision. 

“Richmond,” he stated, “has its ad- 
vantages and disadvantages. Its climate 
is excellent and it has an abundant 
supply of cheap labor. Its main draw- 
back, however, is its size and loca- 
tion, There are so many small machine 
parts you need in a hurry in the manu- 
facture and repair of airplanes. Wash- 
ington offers this advantage because 
it is a railroad an: transportation cen- 
ter and because its population requires 
much larger stocks of such necessary 
machine shop accessories to be kept 
by the wholesale and retail houses at 
all times.” 

Levine, a short time after the lunch- 
eon, checked out of his hotel, and de- 
parted for New York without waiting to 
attend the ceremonies of presentation 
of the Hubbard Medal to Col. Lind- 
bergh. He did not notify the hotel 
officials of his intention to depart, but 
packed his luggage and left. 


“Lindy” to Hunt Ducks

Col. Charles A. Lindbergh will leave 
Washington today for a hunting trip in 
Virginia, and he will make part of the 
trip by airplane. He will hop off this 
morning for Richmond, Va.,-and from 
there will motor to the estate of Gov.

ABSENCE OF GOOD WILL 
FLIERS STIRS UP ENVOYS 


Pan-<Americans Surprised 
That Aviators Were Ignored 
at Coolidge Luncheon. 


MACCRACKEN IS BLAMED 


The absence of the Pan-American 
good will fliers from the White House 
luncheon tendered to a number of 
prominent filers by President Coolidge 
yesterday has caused no small stir 
among the ambassadors and ministers 
from the Latin-American countries. 

Ahout every prominent flier, from 
Charles Levine and Ruth Elder to Col. 
Lindbergh and Commander Byrd, at- 
tended yesterday’s functions, but the 
six men, who, last spring made a tour 
of South America, bringing and re- 
ceiving messages of good will to and 
from the chiefs of state of the Latin- 
American countries were not included. 


The tour made by these fllers—a tour 
on which two of them lost their lives— 
was made partly for aeronautical but 
chiefly for diplomatic reasons. They 
were entertained and received as am- 
bassadors of good will, and importance 
was attached to their visit as showing 
the friendly interest which the United 
States was taking in Latin-America. 

When the six aviators landed at Boll- 
ing Field last spring they were greeted 
by the President and the diplomatic 
corps and certificates for the Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross were presented 
to them. Similar certificates were also 
presented to the transpacific aviators, 
Maitland and Hegenberger. But the 
Pacific fliers have received their crosses 
while the good will fliers, whose trip 
antedates the Pacific flight by several 
Pmonths, have not yet received theirs. 
Nor have the posthumous awards been 
made, 

This, coupled with yesterday’s oc- 
currence, has led Latin-American diplo. 
mats to the belief that the good will 
flight really did not mean much to the 
United States, but was an empty gest- 
ure, seeing that so little importance was 
attached to these fliers at home. 

Blame for this diplomatic faux pas 
is being centered, rightly or wrongly, 
on the Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
for Aeronautics, William P. MacCracken, 
jr.. who has figured prominently in the 
meetings of famous filers recently held. 

There is, of course, nothing which 
the Latin-Americans can do, but, in 
view of the forthcoming Pan-American 
conference, the matter is not, it was 
said here, calculated to improve inter- 
national, good feeling. 


Beach Found Guilty 
Of Liquor Charges 


A jury sitting in Police Court before 
Judge McMahon yesterday, convicted 
Paul D. Beach, 28 years old, of the 
Brunswick Apartments, of transporting 
and of the illegal possession of liquor. 
Beach was arrested December 22, 1926, 
by Revenue Agent George F. Breen, in 
front of 1634 P street northwest. Two 
quarts of alleged gin were found on 
Beach. The jury ignored a charge of 
sale against Beach. Sentence will be 
imposed early next week. Beach faces 
& maximum penalty of six months in 
jail and a fine of $1,000. 

The case was prosecuted by Raymond 
Neudecker, assistant district attorney. 
Since July, Mr. Neudecker has prose- 
cuted 22 cases involving Hquor law vio- 
lations. In 20 cases the jury has re- 


turned a verdict of guilty. 
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DATA FOR AIR HOPS 


Atlantic and Pacific Conquer- 
ors Urge Improved Ship 
Relay System. 


BATTLES WITH STORMS © 
DESCRIBED BY AVIATORS 


Weather Bureau Officials Dis- 
cuss With Airmen Steps to 
Facilitate Flights. 


(Associated Press.) 

America’s leading aviators who con- 
quered the Atlantic and part of the 
Pacific by air are agreed on what 
seems necessary before regular trans- 
oceanic air travel is launched. It is 
essential, one after another of them 
yesterday told a conference on the 
preparation of weather data that im- 
proved facilities for taking and relay- 
ing observations on ships at sea be 
established. 

Meeting at the Commerce Depart- 
ment with Weather Bureau officials 
and others who prepared data to guide 


the historic flights since last May, vet- 
erans of four Atlentic and three Pa- 
cific hops told the dramatic stories 
of their battles with the weather. 

At the same time, methods of giving 
assistance by the Weather Bureau 
were explained by Dr. James H. Kim- 
ball. Maps given to Lindbergh, Byrd 
and Chamberlin at the time of thelr 
take-offs were similar, he said, because 
in each instance a wait had been made 
for a certain map of favorable type. 

Dr. Kimball revealed that Ruth El- 
der and George Halaeman had headed 
over the ocean into a certain storm, 
because of a misunderstanding of 
terms ordinarily used for mariners. He 
stressed the desirability of an agree- 
ment between weather officials and 
oceanic fliers on terminology to be 
used in air weather maps. 


Haldeman Tells of Storm. 


Later, Haldeman recounted the strug- 
gle experienced with the storm. It was 
impossible to maintain altitude with 
engines running at top speed, he said, 
because of ice forming on the wings 
which weighed the plane down. 

“We came out of black night into full 
moonlight,” he added, “but our oil 
pump failed and our engine was 
breaking up, so we had to go down.” 

In an equally matter-of-fact way, 
Balchen told of the Byrd flight, Cham- 
berlin of his hop to Germany, and 
Brock and Schlee of their jump to 
England. Then Maitland and Hegen- 
berger outlined their maneuvers 
through clouds from California to 
Hawaii, to be followed similarly by 
Goebel and Bronte. 

It was noted that opinion had been 
practically unanimous regarding fu- 
ture steps to minimize danger for trans- 
oceanic air journeys. These steps in- 
cluded cooperation of shipping, im- 
provement of facilities for gathering 
data abroad, improvément on the radio 
beacon for guidance and more accuracy 
in wind and barometer readings. 


WAPLE DENIES HOTEL 
OWNER'S ACCUSATIONS 


Codefendant in Divorce Suit 
Says He Was Mrs. 
Hechinger’s Escort. 


Vernon Waple, 27 years old, codefend- 
ant in a divorce bill filed in the Equity 
Court by Lee Hechinger, hotel owner, 
against Mrs. Ida 3B. Hechinger, 55, 
informed the court yesterday that he 
had been only an escort and not a 
lover to Mrs. Hechinger. 

Through Attorney Godfrey L. Munter 
the codefendant says Mrs. Hecninger 
does not spend her time at his apart- 
ment at the Parkside Hotel and that 
she has never been to the hotel more 
than twice in any one week and on 
these occasion, Waple declares, she 
came there to meet him so that he 
could escort her to a dancing academy. 

Waple admits that Sidney L. Hech- 
inger, son of the hotel owner, attacked 
hint on February 26, but says the at- 
tack was unprovoked. He denies that 
on this occasion Mrs. Hechinger at- 
tempted to protect him and denied she 
threatened to shoot her son. Waple 
further says he is only a friend of the 
Hechinger family. Mrs. Hechinger has 
already denied the charges of miscon- 
duct and in doing so she said that 
the charges were the result of her 
husband’s vivid imagination. She be- 
gan the action herself by suing for 
a limited divorce. Her husband replied 
with a cross-bill in which Waple was 
named codefendant. 


3 Fingers Severed, 
Doctor Sews Them On 


Dr. Lawrence Murphy, of Casualty 
Hospital, yesterday probably saved 
George A. Botler, 29 years old, Forest- 
ville, Md., from losing three of his 
fingers by sewing them back into place 
after they were almost severed from 
his hand in an accident.

INTEREST REPORTED KEEN 


Roll call workers of the District 
Chapter of the American Red Cross be- 
gan an intensive drive yesterday to go 
over the top with its quota of 40,000 
members by Thanksgiving day. 

The chapter is working hard to ex- 
ceed its record of last year when it 
stood fourth in adult enrollment for 
the population of the city in the en- 
tire country, and second in Junior Red 
Cross enrollment. or 49.3 per cent of 
total school enrollment. 

The volunteers serving at the various 
Red Cross booths throughout the city 
in banks, theaters, and stores, report 
that renewed interest is manifested in 
the Red Cross because of its splendid 
record of flood relief. The District 
chapter raised on a special appeal for 
the Mississippi flood sufferers $149,- 
411.44 and 81 boxes of new and used 
clothing was shipped to the flood dis- 
trict. 

In order to facilitate the enrollment 
in the city, persons who have the Red 
Cross membership blanks sent with 
their gas, electric light and telephone 
bills are asked to fill them out and 
send them in with their enrollment 
dollars to the chapter and roll call 
| headquarters, 821 Sixteenth  stteet 
northwest, as soon as possible. Hun- 
dreds of enrollments have come in 
through this method already. 

Despite the preparations for the roll 
call the regular work of the District 
chapter has gone forward without in- 
terruption as shown in the report for 
the month made public at chapter 
headquarters yesterday. 

In this report it was set forth that 
in October 68 workers in the produc- 
tion department of the chapter made 
478 garments and contributed 1,277 
hours of volunteer service; 13 surgica 
dressings workers spent 90 hours at 
this task; 30 Braille workers devoted 
135 hours in prepari eading matter 
for the war blind; 37 members of the 
motor corps under the cirection of 
Mrs. C. H. Jewett gave 221 hours of 
service of themselves and their cars 
and provided their own gasoline; 40 
Gray Ladies at Walter Reed passed 480 
hours in the wards of that hospital, 
while 75 workers of the hostess and 
recreation committee under the leader- 
ship of Mrs. W. S. Spencer, chairman 
of hospitals for the chapter, contrib- 
uted 696 hours of service in the other 
service hospitals of the city. 

Administrative officers of the Dis- 
trict chapter gave 350 hours of volun- 
teer service and 11 staff assistants 
worked for 41 hours.

In an effort to clear up the mental 
aberration which caused his wife to 
leave her home and family and to seek 
solitude, the Rev. Dascomb E. Forbush, 
Canandaigua clergyman, is en route 
with his wife to Johns Hopkins Hos- 
pital, Baltimore, from Claremont, N. H., 
where Mrs. Forbush was found Sun- 
day afternoon, having disappeared from 


a Washington theater October 19. 

Leading psychiatrists of the country 
will examine Mrs. Forbush in the hope 
that they can find the explanation of 
the queer mental! quirk to which she 
has been subject since she suffered an 
attack of influenza in Baltimore during 
the war. If the explanation of her soli- 
tude complex can be found, Dr. For- 
bush is confident that mental experts 
will be able to find a way to cure his 
wife and restore her to normal condi- 
tions. 


Town Celebrates Recovery. 


According to advices reaching here 
the town of Canandaigua, where Dr. 
Forbush is pastor of a church, cele- 
brated the finding of the missing wom- 
an with a general jubilee. Bells in the 
community churches tolled in an- 
nouncement of her recovery, and the 
citizens paraded the streets, just as 
they had done on a previous occasion 
when Mrs. Forbush was found after 
days of wandering alone in the wilder- 
ness. 

Only her mental condition was given 
by Mrs. Forbush in explanation of her 
disappearance, according to those who 
found her near Claremont. She did 
not say how long she had lived in the 
primitive lean-to in which she was 
found Sunday morning by a farmer’s 
son. The lean-to, however, indicated 
that it had been lived in for several 
days. 


Smoke Kills Child 
As Building Burns 


Overcome by smoke yesterday after- 
noon when her home caught on fire, 
Lucille Drummond, colored, 2 years old, 
1812 L street northwest, died in Emer- 
gency Hospital a few hours later.
